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U.S., Britain and France meet on Libya 

LONDON (AP) — American. British and French officials met Tuesday to 
discuss tightening sanctions against Libya for refusing to hand over two 
men suspected of blowing up U.S. and French jumbo jets in the 1980s. 
The meeting was confined to dvil servants and no statement was 
expected, a Foreign Office spokeswoman said. The meeting centred on 
recommendations for new sanctions to when the present United Nations 
measures imposed a year ago are reviewed in mid-August, she added. The 
U.N. Security Council last year ordered an embargo on military exports 
and air travel to try to force Libya to hand over the suspects in the 
bombing of Pan Am flight 1Q3 over Lockerbie. Scotland, on Dec. 21, 
1988. Libya is also suspected of involvement in the bombing of a French 
Uta airliner over Niger in September 1989 and the world body is trying to 
get Libya to cooperate in investigations.

PLO willing to consider ‘Gaza first’ with Jericho 
Christopher dampens breakthrough hope, continues mission

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM — 
Israelis and Palestinians should 
negotiate a Palestinian confed- 
eration with Jordan rather than 
autonomy in the occupied terri- 
tories in order to break the dead- 
lock in the Middle East peace 
talks, a Palestinian spokeswoman 
said Tuesday. 

“I think confederation is a 
much better approach because 
then you can talk about an objec- 
tive or goal and you can construct 
a road map toward that goal,” 
said Ha nan Ashrawi, spokes- 
woman of the Palestinian nego- 
tiating team, after six delegates 
met with U.S. Secretary of State 
Warren Christopher. 

Both Mr. Christopher and Dr. 
Ashrawi referred to the “diffi- 
cult" circumstances of the meet- 
ing. It came after Israel’s largest 
assault on Lebanon since its 1982 
invasion, as well as lack of prog- 
ress 21 months after the peace 
talks started in Madrid. 

After the two-hour meeting at 
the U.S. consulate in East Jeru- 
salem, Mr. Christopher called the 
discussions good, but would not 
say more. 

Dr. Ashrawi also said the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) will consider taking 
control of a small area of the 
cupied territories as a first step 
wards breaking the Middle East 
deadlock. 

“The PLO is willing to look

Draft legislation to replace Election 
Law reportedly ready for consideration

AMMAN — The government 
Tuesday appeared prepared to 
present His Majesty King Hus- 
sein with a draft legislation that 
would replace the country’s 
current Election Law; but it 
was not immediately known 
whether the King was ready 
yet to act on the government’s 
recommendation, according to 
highly-placed sources. 

Official government spokes- 
men declined comment on the 
report, saying only that such a 
draft legislation, if it actually 
existed, was not submitted to 
the full Cabinet for debate and 
approval. 

The sources said that accord- 
ing to information available to 
them the draft legislation prop- 
oses the introduction of a one- 
person-one-vote formula even 
in constituencies with reserved 
seats for minorities. 

They said die draft docu- 
ment, which could replace the 
Election Law as a temporary 


legislation if endorsed by the 
King, did not propose the red- 
rawing of voting districts. 

Under the current bloc- 
voting system, voters have as 
many votes as the number of 
parliamentary seats assigned 
for their constituencies. Red- 
rawing the voting precincts, 
which do not ensure equal par- 
liamentary representation for 
equal number of voters, is be- 
lieved to be the most complex 
process that the government 
would have had to tackle had it 
decided to address it in the 
reported new legislation. 

The proposed changes are 
expected to work against large 
and well-organised groups 
which benefited the most from 
the voters' right to vote for 
more than one candidate in the 
1989 elections. 

• Observers say that under the 
current law, large groups were 
able to form alliances that 
allowed them to win a number 
of seats disproportionate to 
their actual support among vo- 


ters. 

The Muslim Brotherhood, 
which feels targetted by the 
possible change of the law, 
declined comment on Tues- 
day’s report that a new draft 
Election Law has been final- 
ised by the Ministry of In- 
terior. It said it would declare 
its position once an official 
announcement on the change 
has been made. 

The Brotherhood has 
threatened that it “will consid- 
er boycotting" the elections if 
the law was changed without 
the approval of the Lower 
House of Parliament. 

The government dismissed 
the threat by saying “it wiU not 
be pushed around” by the 
Is l a m ists or any other group in 
the country. 

Well-informed political 
observers also pointed to the 
possibility of differences on the 
issue within the movement 

That the Brotherhood’s 
warning was made in a state- 
ment issued by the movement’s 


information department rather 
than the office of the Brother- 
hood parliamentary bloc or the 
Islamic Action Front (IAF) is 
an indication that there are 
differences on the line of ac- 
tion within the movement, one 
observer told the Jordan Times 
Tuesday. 

Statements expressing the 
Brotherhood's political views 
are usually made by the 
Brotherhood deputies’ office 
or the IAF, under whose 
umbrella the movement’s 
candidates would contest the 
next parliamentary elections 
around November. 

The IAF and another 14 
political parties have agreed 
that any changes to the Elec- 
tion law be approved by the 
House, whose mandate ends 
on Nov. 23, but officials have 
effectively ruled our that possi- 
bility. 

King Hussein and Prime 
Minister Abdul Sal am Al Ma- 
jali have said that changes to

Several earthquakes 
rock Middle East 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A series of 
moderate earthquakes shook Jor- 
dan and northern Lebanon Tues- 
day, with the strongest registering 
5.7 on the Richter scale, officials 
said. Quake reports also came 
from Egypt and Israel. 

No injuries or damage were 
reported. 

The Royal Scientific Society’s 
(RSS) Building Research Centre 
recorded several medium- 
intensity tremors in the south- 
western area of the Gulf of 
Aqaba and the Red Sea, accord- 
ing to the centre's director Faisal 
Al Sayyagh. 

Dr. Sayyagh said 10 tremors 
were registered between 15:43 
(1243 GMT) and 19:30 (16:30 
GMT). 

The strongest was the first 
which measured 5 J on the Rich- 
ter scale, he said. He said the 
epicentre of the auake was lo- 
cated in an area 620 kilometres 
south of the RSS in Amman. The 
rest of the tremors, he said, mea- 
sured between 4.55 and 5.1 on 
the Richter scale, and occurred 
consecutively with a time span of 
8-10 minutes between them. 


Dr. Sayyagh said the seismolo- 
gy centre has received telephone 
calls by citizens from Aqaba and 
Maan alarmed by the quakes. 

The Richter scale is a gauge of 
the energy released by an earth- 
quake, as measured by the 
ground motion recorded on se- 
ismograph. A quake of magni- 
tude 3.5 can cause slight damage. 

An earthquake of magnitude 5 
can cause considerable damage in 
populated areas neat the 
epicentre. A magnitude 6 cause 
severe damage. 

Mohammad Jaradat, head of 
the Earthquake Studies Depart- 
ment at the Natural Resources 
Authority, said the country was 
witnessing a “storm of earth- 
quakes.” 

The NRA report coincided 
with reports of quakes in Egypt, 
Israel and Lebanon. 

Two earthquakes shook pans 
of Egypt, causing no damage but 
raising nerves in Cairo where a 
strong earthquake caused wide- 
spread death and damage less 
than a year ago.

Shops and businesses dosed in 
the three cities and traffic kept off 
the roads, but Palestinian labour- 
ers still travelled into Israel, cor- 
respondents said. Occupied Jeru- 
salem and other centres were not 

affected. 

The 10 groups charged that the 
“barbaric aggression" which left 
more than 145 Lebanese dead 
and 450 wounded last week, took 
place with “American cover.” 

The Popular Front for the Li- 
beration of Palestine and the 
Democratic Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine and the Islamic 


Resistance Movement Hamas 
were among the groups. 

Israeli soldiers shot and 
wounded an Islamic Jihad mem- 
ber and his brother in Gaza on 
Tuesday, Palestinian witnesses 
said. 

Troops opened fire on 21-yea r- 
old Ashraf Assidi, who is wanted 
for several anti-Israeli attacks, 
and his brother Munir in a market 
at Rafah in the south of the strip. 

Both were hit in the legs but 
managed to get away. The army 
later arrested Munir in a local 
hospital. 

Meanwhile three young 
Palestinians attacked an Israeli 
settler with axes and knives at 
Deir Al Balah, but the man 
escaped with light wounds, milit- 
ary sources said. 

The army said a group of 
Arabs, one armed with an axe, 
attacked the man while be drove 
a tractor near Deir Ai Balah 
town. The man fled to a Jewish 
settlement where he received first 
aid. The army was searching for 
the attackers.

Jordan continues to suffer under 
illogical pressure - Crown Prince 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordan con- 
tinues to suffer under internation- 
al pressure despite its contribu- 
tion to the Middle East peace 
process and its evenhanded poli- 
cies, His Royal Highness Crown 
Prince H assan said Tuesday. 

“The pressure on Jordan to- 
day, with the continued sanctions 
as recorded by the U.N., (means) 
we are talking about 100$ of 
100,000s of do liars every month," 
the Crown Prince said in an inter- 
view with Spanish television. 

“We feel that these pressures 
are illogical, and if the intention 
is political then the international 
community should consider in- 
centive rather than pressure for a 
country that has done so much for 
peace," he said. 

The Crown Prince was refer- 
ring to the direct and and indirect 
impact on the Jordanian economy 
of the continuing sanctions 
against Iraq. The Kingdom has 
lost its largest trading partner, 
Iraq, and is also suffering from 
the overzealous inspection of 
Aqaba-bound vessels by the en- 
forcers of the sanctions against 





be Crown Prince said 
decision-making in Jordan would 
have greater participation with 
the election of a new Parliament 
later this year. 

The stability of Jordan will be 
maintained “through pluralism, 
through greater participation in 
local government, participation 
in the accountability of both Par- 
liament and its elected members 
by the constituents ... ,’’ he said. 

He expressed hope that the 
election campaign would lead to 
“a greater focus on public issues, 
as opposed to continued focus on 
private issues and individual, 
claims and requests by different 
groupings within the country." 

“We believe that this election 
will bring about a greater parti- 


cipation across the length and 
breadth of this small country. 
There is a lot of excitement and a 
lot of optimism." 

Following are some of the 
questions and answers from the 
interview: 

QUESTION: I want to ask you 
about the role of Jordan in the 
peace process. Jordan is the Arab 
country that reached more prog- 
ress in this process. How can tlus 
help in taking off the Palestinian 
blockade in the peace process? Is 
it possible that confederation 
would make the process advance? 
ANSWER: May I make it very 
dear that the negotiating process 
is one (where) the Palestinians 
(are) negotiating with the 
Israelis. As far as the rela- 
tionship, of course, of Jordan, the 
role of Jordan, is concerned, we 
stand ready, to do (everything) we 
can to support the Palestinian 
negotiating position. For this 
reason, the joint committee was 
formed to increase coordination. 

However, when it comes to the 
subject of final status, it must be 
very dear that the issue of con- 


federation depends on the will of 
the people — the Palestinian 
people and Jordanian people — 
and can only be realised in a 
situation of freedom and in the 
exercise of their full right of 
self-determination. 

Q: How is the idea of confed- 
eration? How is in general the 
confederation between Jordan 
and Palestine? 

A: As I said I think that the 
movement in the peace process is 
essential to any discussion about 
future starus. 1 don’t think that 
movement comes from Jordanian 
generosity. On the contrary. I 
think that Jordan has been con- 
spicuous in its contribution — 
both the Jordanian-Palestinian 
umbrella and the attendance in 
both the multilateral and bilateral 
talks. To enhance our contribu- 
tion, we have formed once again 
a Jordanian-Palestinian coordi- 
nating committee. The question 
of confederation on the other 
hand is a question, an issue to be 
resolved after the final status is 
achieved; cf independence and 
indeed sovereignty for the 
Palestinians on their own soil in 
what is today occupied Palestine. 
When that is achieved, the mod- 
ality of self-determination will 
lead to full and free choice as to 
the structure of federation or 
confederation or future status 
ideas. These have been floated in 
the past in various forms, but I 
think it very premature to (dis- 
cuss it) at this moment. 

On Jordan’s economy, the 
Crown Prince said: 

“We have a good news that the 
national economy is achieving a 
growth of six per cent. The bad 
news is that, with the heavy hu- 
man influx of returnees and mig- 
rants, it is very difficult to talk 
about maintaining per capita

Beirut prepares to send 
army to South Lebanon

BEIRUT — Officials Tuesday 
discussed bow the Lebanese army 
could help United Nations 
peacekeepers control guerrillas 
and possibly take over some 
U.N.-policed villages in South 
Lebanon, a government said. 

The discussions followed a 
week-long Israeli offensive in 
South Lebanon that was intended 
to root out guerrillas who were 
staging attacks on Israeli targets. 

The violence, which forced half 
a million Lebanese to flee their 
homes in the south, was ended by 
a U.S.-brokered ceasefire Satur- 
day. • 

Norwegian Major-General 
Trond Furubovde, commander of 
the U.N. Inte rim Force in Leba- 
non, (UNIFIL), conferred Tues- 
day with Foreign Minister Fans 
Boue 2 and army commander 
Gen. Emile Lahoud. 

Mr. Bouez also met with U.S. 
Ambassador Ryan Crocker and 
told reporters the United Nations 
tfid not object to deployment of 
Lebanese troops in U.N.-policed 
areas and the United States was 
“doubtless willing to help bring 
this about." 

Prime Minister Rafik Hariri 
has said U.N. Secretary-General 
Boutros Ghali had approved the 
deployment of Leb anese troops 
in the area of UNIFIL opera- 
tions. 

Gen. Furnhovde said he 
offered Mr. Bouez in Beirut full 
cooperation over the deployment 
plan. 

Gen. Furuhovde swapped 
ideas with Gen. Lahoud on how 
to deploy the army in 70 villages 
inside the U.N.-policed zone 
bordering Israel’s self-declared 
‘security zone" in the south. 

Official sources said Mr. Bouez 
told Gen. Furuhovde Le banon 
wanted the 5.400-strong UNIFIL 
to maintain the level of its pre- 
sence in the battered villages and 
work side by side with the 
Lebanese troops.

The army on Tuesday tight- 
ened its grip on areas of the south 
where they already had a pre- 
sence north of the U.N.-held 
strip. 

Military sources said Lebanese 
troops at checkpoints in the

“UNIFIL is willing to cooper- 
ate with Lebanese troops and I 
am confident the United States 
supports this moves and is doubt- 
less willing to help bring this 
about,” Mr. Bouez said.

Relief agency appeals for 

aid to Somalia, says focus 
is on controlling diseases 


Combined agency dispatches Mr. Osman added. 


NAIROBI — The International 
Federation of the Red Cross and 
Red Crescent Societies Tuesday 
appealed for $23 million to estab- 
lish 50 health clinics in Somalia 
which would care for more than 
500,000 people. 

The money also would be used 
to strengthen the Somali Red 
Crescent, a federation member, 
which has continuned to work 
throughout Somalia’s viddus civil 
war and crushing famine, Ibrahim 
Osman, head of the federation's 
Geneva-based Africa Depart- 
ment, said at a news conference. 

Somalia's infrastructures col- 
lapsed in the bloody dan warfare 
that erupted following the Janu- 
ary 1991 ouster of dictator 
Mohammad Siad Barre. 

International agendes such as 
the International Committee of 
the Red Cross, Medians Sans 
Frontiers, Care and Irish Con- 
cern provided emergency health 
services and feeding during the 
fighting and the famine that killed 
as many as 350,000 people before 
being brought under control early 
this year. 

Mr. Osman said 32 expatriate 
staff will help to establish 50 
health clinics around Belet Huen, 
Garoe, Hargeisa and Kismayu 
that would care for more than 
500,000 people, one-twdvth of 
the country’s estimated popula- 
tion. The programme would not 
immediately include Mogadishu 
because of security problems, he 
said. 

Mr. Osman said large scale 
provision of free food was no 
longer needed because mass 
starvation had been brought 
under control. 

The price of basic foodstuffs 
over much of the country current- 
ly matched or was lower than 
local production costs, to the 
detriment of the fanners and the 
agricultural labour force, accord- 
ing to the Red Cross. 

Relief efforts now should focus 
on eradicating waterborne dis- 
ases, measles, tuberculosis and 
malaria which had become the 
main causes of death in Somalia, 


ate delegation evacuated Moga- 
dishu on June 8 following an 
outbreak of fighting between Un- 
ited Nations Operation in Soma- 
lia (UNOSOM) soldiers and mili- 
tiamen loyal to Somali warlord 
Mohammad Farah Aideed.

German troops fly In 
A total of 260 German soldi es 
flew in to Mogadishu Tuesday as 
part of reinforcements for U.N.

Sixty of them flew on directly 
to Belet Heun, in northwestern 
Somalia, where 850 other Ger- 
man soldiers are already de- 
ployed in the region bordering 
Ethiopia. 

The 200 others went to the port 
of Mogadishu where they will 
unload equipment arriving by 
freighter before driving on to 
Belet Heun. 

A total of 1,700 German troops 
are to be deployed in Belet Heun 
by the end of August. 

Italians bold requiem 

Italian troops mourned their 
dead at a requiem mass Monday, 
and a Somali mediator called for 
negotiations to end an uneasy 
stand-off between U.N. forces 
and attackers. 

Dr. Abdikasim Salad Hassan. a 
former interior minister, said ur- 
gent talks were needed to halt 
hostilities that in recent weeks 
cost the lives of 35 heavily armed 
peacekeepers and “no less than 
500 Somalis.” 

“A stalemate has been 
reached. To diffuse the situation, 
we must have this dialogue, tanks 
and helicopters aren't the solu- 
tion,” he said. 

Earlier, Italian soldiers bowed 
their heads ate a makeshift chapel 
behind heavy fortifications as 
their commander. General Bruno 
Loi, recited a prayer honouring 
three Italian paratroopers killed 
July 2.

Iran MP lambasted for 
comments on government 


TEHRAN (R) — Members of 
parliament (MPs) are heaping 
abuse on a maverick deputy for 
saying, according to a press re- 
port, that Iran's system of reli- 
gious government was at odds 
with the power and independence 
of the legislature. ' 

In an unruly session in die 
Majlis (parliament) Sunday, de- 
puties shouted "liar" when a note 
from Qassem Sboleb-Saadi was 
read out attempting to explain 
what be bad said. 

One accused him of favouring 
Western parii amen tan anisni over 
Iran’s “Velayat-e faqih" system 
which gives supreme power to a 
religious leader. 

“We will beat him up if he does 
not take it back,'’ an unnamed 
deputy said, according to the 
newspaper Hamshahri. “He does 
not belong to the Majlis," said 
another. 

Mr. Sboleh-Saadi, a 39-year- 
old lawyer, has been identified 
with the conservatives in the five 
years he has represented the 
southern city of Shiraz in tbe 
Majlis. 

But it was tbe majority con- 
servatives who led the attack in 
parliament over remarks pub- 
lished two weeks ago by tbe 
hardline newspaper Sal am. which 
said be made them to reporters at 
the Majlis. 

“There is a contradiction in our 
constitution — it is based on a 
system of Velayat-e faqih, but 
our people's expectations from 
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parliament are like the French 
people’s. This is not practical, 
because parliament does not have 
a primary role in our system,” 
Sal am quoted Mr. Sboleh-Saadi 
as saying. 

“Many of our politicians hold 
views which they do not dare 
express because they cannot fore- 
see tbe consequences.” 

The newspaper quoted Mr. 
Sholeh-Saadi as saying he recalled 
how eight Majlis deputies “had 
their political life ruined for just 
putting a question to the foreign 
minister.” 

The referrence is to a case in 
1986. The eight withdrew their 
question about Iran's secret anns- 
for-hostages deal with the United 
States after the late leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini re- 
buked them for putting it for- 
ward. 

The outcry over Mr. Sholeh- 
Saadi's comments apparently be- 
gan at Friday prayers in Shiraz, 
when, according to the newspap- 
er Kayhan, prayer leader 
Mohammad Hacri Shirazi said 
they struck at tbe root of Iran's 
Islamic government. 

Worshippers called for bis 
sacking from the. Majlis, it said. 
Mr. Sboleh-Saadi said m a note 
read at the Majlis that he would 
sue Salam for the report and that 
he meant to say “his relatio nshi p 
to the leader was based on love, 
not fear,” Hamshahri said. 

But it drew more shouts of 
“liar” from the floor, it added.

Several small-scale sniping 
attacks since Friday caused no 
U.N. casualties, but opponents of 
U.N. intervention said the 27- 
nation coalition was using the lull 
to plan air raids on bases of 
fighters loyal to Gen. Aideed. 

U.N. military officials, howev- 
er, have discounted assertions by 
Gen. Aidded's Somali National 
Alliance that five targets have 
been pinpointed in populous 
south Mogadishu for future 
attacks. 

The last U.N. air raid on July 
12 provoked an outcry after the 
International Committee of the 
Red Cross said 54 people died in 
the missile and cannon bombard- 
ment. Four foreign journalists 
covering tbe scene were mur- 
dered by embargo mobs. 

Dr. Abdikasim, a respected 
political moderate, said he aimed 
to bring together Gen. Ai deed’s 
aides and U.N. officials led by 
special representative Jonathan 
Howe in broad-based peace talks. 

“It is not the U.N. mandate to 
solve the problem by force when 
peaceful means are still avail- 
able,” he said. 

Admiral Howe has ordered 
Gen. Aideed's arrest, put a 
$25,000 reward on his bead and 
said he wfl not meet with the 
former Italian-trained general. 

Dr. Abdikasim said Gen. 
Aideed loyalists in the Habib 
Gedir dan recently elected 25 
elders to participate in new nego- 
tiations with other factions and 
the United Nations. 

And to break the current dead- 
lock, it was not essential for 
Adm. Howe and Gen. Aideed to 
meet, he said. 

U.N. forces accuse Gen. 
Aideed of ordering the June 5 
slaying of 24 Pakistani 
peacekeepers and blame his gun- 
men for killing 11 other 
peacekeepers and wounding 157, 
including . 17 Americans, since 
then. 


Netanyahu 

suffers 

setback 

TEL AVIV (Agencies) — 
Opposition leader Binyamin 
Netanyahu suffered his first poli- 
tical setback Monday when the 
brother of his arch rival won the 
leadership of the Likud Party's 
central committee. 

Maxim Levy, mayor of Lod 
and brother of former Foreign 
Minister David Levy, was voted 
to lead the party's main ruling 
body by a slim majority. 

When Mr. Netanyahu took 
over the leadership of the right- 
wing party from former Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir in 
March, it was a party locked into 
four battling camps. 

David Levy controlled the 
largest camp next to Mr. Netany- 
ahu, but the new leader man- 
aged to rein in the camps and 
command party unity. 

The former foreign minister 
has taken a back seat since his 
loss to Mr. Netanyahu for chair- 
man of the party. His brother’s 
victory could inspire Levy to reas- 
sert his influence in the party: 

The Netanyahu-Levy feud 
came to a bead before the March 
poll when Mr. Netanyahu ac- 
cused Mr. Levy of blackmailing 
him with an alleged video tape of 
the party leader involved in an 
extramarital affair. 

Party disunity was a leading 
facto/ which contributed to the 
downfall of die Likud in last 
summer’s national elections. 
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Iraq denies Aziz to visit Iran 


BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Iraq 
has denied an Iranian newspaper 
report that Deputy Prime Minis- 
ter Tareq Aziz would visit Iran 
for talks on restoring ties between 
the two countries. 

The Iraqi News Agency, which 
gave no source for the denial, 
said the newspaper report was 
“false and unfounded informa- 
tion.” 

Iran’s conservative daily Risa- 
laat, quoting informed sources, 
reported Monday that Mr. Aziz's 
trip was planned after Tehran 
accepted an Iraqi offer for a 
high-level meeting between the 
two countries to discuss “matters 
of mutual interest.” 

Mr. Aziz was to meet with 
President Ali Akbar Hashemi 
Rafsanjani to discuss various 
issues including the fate of their 
prisoners of war, the newspaper 
said. 

Tehran accuses Baghdad of still 
bolding 8,000 prisoners from the 
1980-1988 Iran-Iraq war, while 
the International Committee of 
the Red Cross has registered only 
1,000 Iranian prisoners in Iraqi 
camps. 

Iraq says 30,000 of its prisoners 
are detained in Iran, but Tehran, 
claims only a handful of Iraqis 
stffi remain in its camps. 

Risalaat, quoting informed 
sources, said the number two of 
Iraq’s ruling Revolutionary Com- 
mand Council, Ezzat Ibrahim, 
had expressed his government’s 
readiness last week for bilateral- 
talks with Iran. 

In the past month, however, 
American former boxing cham- 
pion Mohammad Ali has been 


involved in shuttle diplomacy be- 
tween the two countries to help 
resolve the issue. 

He bad a meeting with Mr. 
Ibrahim last week before his de- 
parture for Tehran. 

Iran warns of ‘tragedy’ 

Iran, warning of a “human 
tragedy,” appealed to interna- 
tional organisations Monday to 
help refugees fleeing to Iran from 
southern Iraqi marshes. 

The Intenor Ministry said 

4.000 Iraqis, their livelihood 
threatened by the Baghdad gov- 
ernment’s draining of the mar- 
shes, bad crossed into Iran’s 
Khuzestan province and another 

40.000 might be displaced if the 
pressures continued. 

“They face severe problems of 
food and hygiene and their num- 
bers are increasing- by the day. A 
sad human tragedy looms if inter- 
national organisations do not 
rush to help them,” said the 
statement. 

The ministry said it had sent 
food and basic supplies to the 
refugees, including a shipment 
arranged with the help of the 
office of -the U.N. High Commis- 
sioner for Refugees, last Week. 

Previous reports by- Iranian 
media antffraq opposition groups 
said the refugees were driven out 
by Iraqi army attacks and their 
passage was hampered by the low 
water levels in many of the mar- 
-shes which made it impossible lo- 
use boats. 

The vast marshes which extend 
to the Iranian border are inha- 
bited by Shi’ite Muslims and have 


been used as a refuge by army 
deserters and opponents of Presi- 
dent Saddam Hussein's govern- 
ment. 

Several hundred thousand Ira- 
qi Shi’ites fled to Iran two years 
ago after the Iraqi army crushed a 
post-Gnlf war rebellion in south- 
ern Iraq, but most have returned 
home since. 

INC wants sanctions 

The Iraqi National Congress 
(INC), an opposition movement, 
said Monday that foe internation- 
al embargo against Iraq should be 
maintained. 

After three days of meetings in 
Salaheddin, in Iraqi Kurdistan, 
the INC leadership called on the 
international community, notably 
the West, to “maintain the 
embargo against Iraq, but to in- 
tensify the efforts of im- 
plementing all U.N. resolutions 
concerning humanitarian aid and 
by doing this, lifting the embargo 
on the Kurdish governed region.” 

The London-based movement 
says it groups all the Iraqi opposi- 
tion factions. - 

“Weareweil aw^re that Iraq is 
an^jiqportant ^ajamtry for ,tbe 
West' and we 'see the possibility 
that^Vestem states w^normaHse 
their relations," if the current 
situation persists, said Ized Ai 
Yan, the INCs liaison to interna- 
tional organisations. 

“So we launched an appeal to 
-all other states to support any 
effort to change the government 
rather than normalise their rela- 
tions with Saddam Hussein,” he 
added.

U.N. monitors rocket test at Iraqi site " 


UNITED NATIONS (Agendes) 
— U.N. inspectors monitored 
Iraq’s first rocket test Monday 
since a compromise was reached 
in July allowing U.N. installation 
of surveillance cameras at two 
Iraqi missile test sites, a U.N. 
statement said. 

Inspectors of the U.N. spedal 
commission on Iraqi disarma- 
ment photographed the test stand 
set-up at the Rafah test site prior 
to the firing of the rocket, said 
the statement released at U.N.. 
headquarters in New York. 

They also received answers to 
their technical questions about 
the purpose of the test and re- 
viewed the test data afterwards, it 
said. 

The rocket tested was for an 
SA-2 Volga missile, with a range 
of less than 150 kilometres. 

The commission has installed 
monitoring cameras at the Rafah 
and Yawm AJ Azim test sites, 
and established a radio/telephone 
link between the Rafah site and 
the commission's control centre 
in Baghdad. 

But technical problems have 
hampered work to install a simi- 
lar link at the Yawn AI Azim site, 
said Tim Trevan, spokesman for 
the U.N. Spedal Commission 


(UNSCOM) Mr. Trevan added 
that the Iraqis had fully cooper- 
ated with U.N. experts. 

That system is expected to be 
tested Wednesday. 

According to the July 19 agree- 
ment between the United Nations 
and Iraq, the surveillance camer- 
as will not be activated until 
high-level technical talks between 
the United Nations and Iraq are 
held in late August or early 
September in New York. 

The discussions were to focus 
on long-term control of Iraqi 
disarmament and Iraq's com- 
pliance with relevant U.N. re- 
solutions. Outstanding issues in- 
clude when the monitoring 
cameras at the two sites would be 
activated. 

In the meantime, Baghdad has 
agreed to allow U.N. inspectors 
to visit the two rites at their 
discretion between tests. 

The commission said it planned 
to increase the number of experts 
based in Baghdad, who will in- 
spect the rites at least once a 
week between tests. 

The first expert charged with 
the regular inspection of the mis- 
sile test sites arrived in Baghdad 
Sunday and participated with 
other experts in observing the 


Rafah test. 

The regular visits will allow the 
commission to determine 
whether any tests have taken 
place without Iraq previously 
notifying the United Nations, as 
it bad agreed to do, the statement 
said. 

By installing long-term controls 
on Iraq, the United Nations is 
seeking to assure that Baghdad, 
which no longer has weapons of 
mass destruction, will not be able 
to build new ones. 

Under terms of the Gulf war 
ceasefire, Iraq is prohibited from 
developing and testing missiles 
with a range of more than 150 
kilometres but shorter range mis- 
siles, like the one tested Monday, 
are not illegal. 

UNSCOWs executive chair- 
man, Rolf Ekeus, visited Bagh- 
dad last month after Iraq had 
refused to allow the installation 
of monitoring cameras at the two 
test sites. 

Under an interim solution 
reached by Mr. Ekeus, tbe 
cameras were to be installed, but 
not yet activated, pending high- 
level technical talks in New York 
on future monitoring of Iraqi 
weapons and on when the camer- 
as would be switched on.

Majali asks 
cabinet 
to follow-up 
on outcome 
of King’s 
trip abroad 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Prime Minis- 
ter Abdul Salam AS Majali Tues- 
day briefed the Cabinet on the 
outcome of His Majesty King 
Hussein's latest tour abroad and 
bis talks with the leaders of the 
United Kingdom. France and 
Turkey, requesting that the gov- 
ernment follow up on the results 
of the trip. 

Dr. Majali said that King Hus- 
sein had discussed with the lead- 
ens of the three countries several 
political and economic issues and 
reviewed developments in Jor- 
dan's relations with the three 
nations. 

Furthermore, the King's dis- 
cussions covered the peace pro- 
cess, the latest events in Leba- 
non, the Jordanian democratic 
process and Jordan's participa- 
tion in the U.N. Peace-keeping 
forces now posted in Bosnia, 
Angola, Cambodia and Somalia. 

The Prime Minister requested 
that the Council of Ministers fol- 
low up on the results of the King's 
visit, noting that Jordan is deeply 
satisfied with the revival of the 
strong, friendly relations with 
Turkey, thanks to the King's 
efforts. 

In an airport statement upon 
his return to Amman Monday, 
King Hussein said that his visit to 
Turkey was good and that it was 
based on the dose relations be- 
tween the Kingdom and the 
Mediterranean state. 

ft was a good chance to en- 
hance bilateral relations and open 
new scopes of cooperation with 
Ankara, the King said. 

In his briefing to the Cabinet. 
Dr. Majali said officials and the 
media in France, Britain and 
Turkey had given prominence to 
His Majesty’s visit and the Jorda- 
nian role in helping to bring 
about stability to the region and 
to help keep world peace. 

He said the leaders of the three 
countries have praised Jordan's 
efforts towards democracy and 
political pluralism, serving, he 
said, as a successful example in 
the Arab World. 


New office 
processes 
applications 
to export 
to Iraq 

AMMAN (Petra) — Applica- 
tions to export goods to Iraq are 
being processed at an office at the 
Customs Department in Amman, 
for approval by the United Na- 
tions Security Council's sanctions 
committee, according to an 
announcement by the Finance 
Ministry Tuesday. 

A source at the Finance Minis- 
try, which is in charge of the 
customs department, said the 
sanctions committee approves ap- 
plications depending on the na- 
ture of the goods and whether 
there is a need for them in Iraq. 

That means some goods which 
may have been approved for ex- 
port earlier may not be allowed 
later. Neither the Ministry of 
Finance nor the customs depart- 
ment have the power to change 
the committee's decision. 

The source said no fees are 
levied on the applications 
whether they are approved or not 
adding that there was no discri- 
mination between one person or 
another or one application or 
another.

But you are quite 
right. I referred earlier to the 
politics and economics of despair 
that when people speak of ex- 
tremism, it is built on non- 
adiievement economically. We 
believe that it is not welfare 
programmes that are going to 
rescue this situation and change 
it, whether it is unemployment or 
poverty, but a foil activation of 
the economy. We believe that 
geographically Jordan is suited — 
we do have homeworks of impro- 
ving legislation and regulations 
and opening ro the world — (to) 
become an investment centre, 
in new areas, but the 
is that Jordan is still block- 
aded. Our exports in phosphates, 
for example, have almost halved 
and indeed our exports in fruits 
and vegetables are made impossi- 
ble by the continuous blockade 
and the barriers that exist be- 
tween us and the Gulf states. 
Q: How is the relationship be- 
tween Jordan and the Gulf 
states? 

A: We are receiving increasing 
indications that individuals, gov- 
ernmental representatives, (and) 
private groupings would like to 
see Arab rapprochement. It is 
still a very personalised issue at 
the higher levels in some of the 


Gulf states that Jordan took a 
position that they saw (as) sup- 
portive of Iraq. We have made it 
very dear that we are supportive 
of an inter-Arab solution and that 
we have had and will continue to 
have a deep concern for the 
welfare of the people of Iraq. 
After all one million children 
under the age of five may die 
during the next six months due to 
the lack of medicines or undear 
water or lack of energy. Our hope 
is that the overwhelming prob- 
lem, the common denominator 
between us all — extremism, 
poverty, (and) instability in the 
Middle East region — will sooner 
rather than later bring us into 
dialogue once again with . the 
Arab countries. 

Q: Jordan is the only Arab 
country which integrated the ex- 
tremist religious party inside par- 
liament. How do you see this 
experience? 

A: We are not in the business 
of presenting a recipe for others. 
We have a highly intelligent, 
often conservative, electorate, 
and I think there has to be a 
distinction between politicisation 
of platforms, whether religious or 
ideological. The Jordanian peo- 
ple have generally been and will 
continue to be a centrist people. 


Of course a large percentage of 
our population is Christian and 
this is often overlooked and I 
think there is great deal of mutual 
respect in a Jordanian modus 
vivendi which preceded par- 
liamentary life ana contributed to 
it. So I would say that it is the 
Jordanian way that there is a 
great deal of truth to the concept 
of the Jordanian family, or, as it 
is fondly called, Hussein's family. - 
Q; How do you see the rela- 
tionship between Spain and Jor- 
dan? 

A: I would hope that multi- 
laic rally the participation of 
Spain in the peace talks (and) in 
the conference of security and 
cooperation in the Mediterra- 
nean, which we geographically 
arc a part of, that we see closer 
discussions and indeed (with) 
other concerned EC members 
over a more significant European 
role in the years ahead in peace- 
making in the Eastern Mediterra- 
nean and indeed in the broader 
Mediterranean region. 

On the question of the plight of 
Muslims in Europe in general, 
again there is deep concern and a 
feeling that Spain can act as a 
bridge in articulating the con- 
cern of Arab and Muslim coun- 
tries. 


Islamic umbrella group calls for 
freezing all debate on confederation

AMMAN — An umbrella Isla- 
mic organisation Tuesday cal- 
led on Jordanian and Palesti- 
nians. to freeze all debate on 
confederation between them 
until an independent Palesti- 
nian state is created. 

“Any discussion of confed- 
eration at this stage is like 
crying to build a ceiling without 
walls or like bargaining over 
the skin of a bear before the 
animal is hunted,” said a state- 
ment issued by the Council of 
Islamic Organisations and 
Societies in Jordan. 

The statement said that the 
definition of confederation 
meant relations between two 
independent, sovereign states 
“exercising their total freedom 
in their internal and external 
affairs." 

“There cannot be a confed- 
eration between an indepen- 
dent, sovereign state (Jordan) 
and a land under occupation 


planted with Israeli settlements 
beyond the control of the 
(proposed) Palestinian self- 
rule" authorities, it said. 

In the present framework of 
Palestinian self-rule proposals 
for the five-year interim period 
in the Israeli-occupied territor- 
ies, the Palestinian authority 
will be “nothing more than a 
municipal council which has no 
control over its defence and 
foreign affairs," said the state- 
ment. 

The council, an umbrella 
organisation for over 110 Isla- 
mic sod erics, dubs and educa- 
tional centres in Jordan, ac- 
cused Israel and the U.S. of 
trying to raise the issue of 
confederation and “to impose 
it on Jordan in a bid to normal- 
ise (the Kingdom's) ties (with 
the Jewish state)...' 1 

It criticised the ongoing de- 
bate in the media over the 
confederation idea and said 
some of the comments made 
by senior Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) officials, 
“if they are true, reveal 


behind-the-sccne dealings un- 
known to the people and par- 
liament of Jordan and which 
have mysterious implications 
for the future of Jordan...." 

It asked: “Is there a ready- 
made solution waiting to be 
imposed on Jordan when the 
time is ripe? Do the present 
negotiations aim at providing a 
cover and extracting further 
concessions and planting de- 
spair and frustrations in the 
hearts of the Arabs and 
Palestinians and compelling 
them to accept any solution as 
is being done to the people of 
Bosnia Herzegovina?" 

Any confederation between 
Jordan and a Palestinian state 
should be the natural choice of 
the Jordanians and Palesti- 
nians expressed in a plebiscite, 
it added. 

The Council of Islamic 
Organisations and Societies 
does not include political 
groupings, but includes anti- 
peace talks activists from poli- 
tical parties in their individual 
capacities. 


However, sources say, un- 
like some of the groups which 
totally oppose any dealings 
with Israel, the council favours 
the creation of an independent 
Palestinian state based on the 
1967 geography of the area. 

The confederation idea I 
reemerged after the PLO saw 
it a$ a means to break the 
logjam in the 21 -month-old 
Middle East peace negotia- j 
lions. 1 

Jordan and the PLO, in line 
with an earlier agreement that 
the two banks of the River 
Jordan will have confederal 
ties in a post-peace process 
era, have formed joint commit- 
tees to study the various 
aspects of a confederation. 

But Jordan has repeatedly 
affirmed thai any serious con- 
sideration of the idea should be 
based on the realisation that 
the implementation of the I 
proposal could come only after \ 
the rights of the Palestinian i 
people haye been fully res- ' 
tored. I 


Jordan, Syria to explore sub-regional aquifer 


AMMAN (J.T.) — An agree- 
ment signed in Damascus Sunday 
aims for cooperation in the ex- 
ploration and drilling into the 
basaltic sub-regional aquifer 
shared between Jordan and Syria. 

The agreement, signed by the 
Economic and Social Commis- 
sion for Western Asia (ESCWA) 
and the Arab Centre for Studies 
of Arid Zones and Dry Lands 
(ACSAD). will allow for the in- 
vestigation of the aquifer located 
in the volcanic border area be- 
tween the two countries, where 
experts believe that underground 
water resources could prove to be 
abundant. 

Jordan and Syria shall draft the 


project document and call for a 
joint meeting in which the two 
countries and other U.N. special- 
ised agencies will participate. 

The aim of the meeting shall be 
the discussion of the project 
document and agreement on pro- 
cedures and arrangements for ac- 
tion. 

The agreement also calls for 
preparing project documents on 
combating desertification in 
countries of the region. Such 
projects shall be initiated in Ye- 
men, Oman and the United Arab 
Emirates, in coordination with 
the Food and Agriculture Orga- 
nisation of the United Nations 
(FAO) and the United Nations 


Environment Programme 
(UNEP). 

It additionally stipulates that 
ACSAD, the International Cen- 
tre for Agricultural Research in 
Dry Areas (ICARDA) and FAO 
cooperate towards holding an ex- 
pert group meeting in 1994 on the 
management and sustainable de- 
velopment of die dry land in the 
Arab World. 

The parties shall also cooperate 
in the development of a strategy 
for regional dry-land manage- 
ment and development for con- 
sideration and approval by the 
Council of Arab Ministers of 
Agriculture at its 1995 regular 
session. 


Furthermore, the Arab Centre 
for the Studies of Arid Zones and 
Dry Lands will be in the steering 
committee to follow-up or. 
ESCWA project entitled: 
“Assessment of Water Resources 
Using Remote-Sensing Techni- 
ques in the ESCWA Region" for 
the production of hydrological 
and hydrogeological maps. 

The Royal Geographic Centre 
is expected to assist ESCWA and 
ACSAD in this project. 

The agreement was signed by 
ESCWA Executive Secretary 
Subah Bakjaji and ACSAD 
Director General Mohammad A! 
Khesh.

Princess Alia to 
open art exhibit 

AMMAN (Petra) — Her Royal 
Highness Princess Alia Bint A1 
Hussein Thursday will open at 
Eshbelia Art Gallery an exhibi- 
tion by Jordanian artist Bishara 
Najjar. The exhibition, which will 
last for 20 days, includes paint- 
ings on Jordanian-Palestinian 
heritage, Jordanian antiquities, 
Arab Jerusalem, rural life, horses 
and eagles. 

JEA saves 311,000 
tonnes heavy fuel 

AMMAN (Petra) — The Jordan 
F-lectricity Authority (JEA) has 
saved the Kingdom 311,000 ton- 
nes of heavy fuel by using natural 
gas from A1 Risheh area to gener- 
ate electric power, according to 
an informed source at the JEA. 
The source said the Kingdom’s 
reliance on gas to produce elec- 
tric energy mil increase after the 
completion of a new gas-operated 
electricity-generating unit with a 
30-megawatt capacity. With this 
station, the Risheh would contri- 
bute to 13 per cent of Jordan’s 
consumption of electric energy, 
the source added. 

Amman mayor 
meets with citizens 

AMMAN (Petra) — Amman 
Mayor Mamdouh A1 Abbadi met 
Tuesday with citizens in A1 Yar- 
mouk area in the greater Amman 
region. Dr. Abbadi was briefed 
by the Amman Municipal Coun- 
cil and representatives of citizens 
in the area on their needs and 
demands. 

Editors review press' 
role 

SALT (Petra) — The Balqa Cul- 
ture Department Tuesday held a 
seminar on Jordanian press In 
which chief editors of the Arabic 
dailies AJ Dustour and Ai Shaab, 
Nabii AJ Sharif and Hashem 
Khretsat participated. Dr. Sharif 
said journalism is “a double re- 
sponsibility” at the current stage. 
“The press should open their 
doors to the winds of democracy 
and should change their views of 
things," Dr. Sharif said. He said 
the media at the current stage in 
Jordan’s history can contribute to 
public awareness in national and 
political issues. He warned that 
there was a fear that newspapers 
not owned by political parties 
could become the mouthpiece of 
one party and only promote it 
and ignore other parties, and 
urged the mass media to remain 
neutral. Mr. Khreisat dealt with 
the coming parliamentary elec- 
tions saying candidates in the 
elections will focus in their plat- 
forms on the Middle East peace 
process. He called on the mass 
media to focus their coverage on 
daily issues of the people and 
public services problems. 


Officials, traders fail to agree 
on safety of cheese consignment

AMMAN — More than two 
weeks after a consignment of 
cheese worth almost 
JD 500,000 arrived at the port 
of Aqaba, the argument be- 
tween the custom authorities 
and tiie merchants over its 
legality rages on. 

The shipment was declared 
unfit for human consumption 
by the Ministry of Health after 
a routine check revealed that 
temperatures inside the non- 
refrigerated containers had 
reached over 30 degrees cen- 
tigrade. 

Despite emphatic denials 
from the merchants, and a 
recent threat of court action, 
Health Minister Abdul Rahim 
Malhas was quoted in Al Ra’i 
Arabic daily as saying, “The 
import regulation has not 
changed and we must stick to 
it. lliey are breaking a basic 
law of health.” 

The regulation, drafted by 
the Scientific Committee on_ 
Food (SCF), is widely under- 
stood by merchants. 

The committee decided in 
the 1980’s to allow cheese to be 
imported if its storage condi- 
tions complied with that re- 
commended by the manufac- 
turer. 

There is, thus, no specific 


temperature level laid down by 
the ministry. 

Following this procedure, 
manufacturers were contacted 
by officials for their advice on 
the current shipment and 
agreed that the cheese had 
been exposed to hazardously 
high temperatures. 

Having complained that the 
authorities should measure the 
temperature of the cheese and 
not the container, the mer- 
chants went on to demand that 
future testing should take place 
in Amman where the air is 
cooler. 

Dr. Malhas maintained that 
“it doesn't matter if it is Am- 
man or Aqaba, if the tempera- 
ture is too high, it is against the 
law.” 

The problem is that at the 
centigrade levels measured in 
Aqaba, it is almost certain that 
bacteria will grow rapidly, 
rendering the cheese con- 
taminated, even if at later 
stages the level drops to within 
-the recommendations, officials 
say. 

Subsequent tests will not 
necessarily register the exist- 
ence of the bacteria. It is thus 
the view of the SCF that in 
these circumstances the pro- 
duce should not be allowed to 
enter the country. 

This stipulation was re- 


flected by the director of 
Health Promotion Directorate. 
Mamoun Maabreh in an inter- 
view with the Jordan Times. 

Reacting to demands to test 
the cheese, he asserted, “the 
regulations are the first step. If 
the temperature is within the 
limits, it can be tested (for 
other contamination). If it’s 
not, it cannot." 

The threat of court action 
was welcomed by Dr, Maab- 
reh. “If they take the matter to 
court they will lose,” he sum- 
mised, “and the legal prece- 
dent will make it easier for us 
ro act quickly in the future."

The current confrontation 
looks set to continue while the 
merchants refuse to destroy or 
remove their consignment and 
the authorities refuse its entry.

Dr. Maabreh pointed out 
that the case illustrates the 
increasing vehemency with 
which border checks are car- 
ried out and serves to remind 
importers that the cost-cutting 
methods of the past, which in 
some cases could be hazardous 
to public safety, will not be 
tolerated in the future.

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Grassroots democracy 
is a necessity 

i HARDLY A day passes by without one senior official 
or another r eminding us of the benefits and virtues of 
decentralisation. The prime minister, Abdul Salam A1 
Majali, has been busy lately touring various ministries 
and depar:^ients, urging ministers, under-secretaries 
and department heads to delegate power In order to 
provide better and prompt services to the people. 

Dr. Majali’s latest visit Monday was to the Ministry 
of Tourism, where, according to Petra news agency, he 
called for the right investment and for “involving 
manpower as partners in the process of development.” 

Only a few days earlier, newly-appointed governors 
were instructed to handle matters pertaining to their 
areas of jurisdiction without resorting to their main 
headquarters, the Ministry of Interior. What Dr. 
Majali and his colleagues seem to overlook and forget 
is that the civil service’s shortcomings have bran 
recognised a long time ago and that commissions have 
repeatedly been formed to address these shortcomings. 
Not only was a Royal Commission headed by then- 
prime minis ter Ahmad Obeidat in the early 1980’s 
formed especially for that purpose, bat more recently 
a ministerial committee was formed by ex-prime 
minister Sharif Zeid Ben Shaker also to address the 
issue. Neither of the panels produced the desired 
results. What appears to have been missed is that 
decentralisation can only be achieved through the 
transfer of power from the hands of appointed officials 
to the people. Preaching will not do. . 

What the country^ needs is to complete the process 
started by His Majesty the King in 1989: the foil 
democratisation of government. Central governments 
in the most efficient regimes have always proven to be 
slow, clumsy and prone to corruption. Governors, 
mayors and other public servants most be elected by, 
and made accountable to the people. If the people were 
to take matters into their own hands, then they would 
have only themselves to blame if things go wrong. 
Meanwhile, the decades-old call for administrative 
reform continues to be valid. So far, what some 
ministries have been describing as administrative 
reform is certainly no more than cosmetic change. 

The state in Jordan, as has been the case in most 
Third World countries, has, over the past four 
decades, regulated every aspect of people’s life. This 
has caused people to become totally dependent on the 
state and unable to deal with their day-to-day prob- 
lems. This becomes more apparent when each time 
officials visit any region of the Kingdom they are met 
by scores of people who demand that the central 
government address their needs. This state of affair s 
cannot continue. And it certainly cannot be addressed 
through lectures and seminars. What we need to do is 
build upon the relevant articles of the Constitution and 
the National Charter in order to devise new legal and 
legislative tools and mechanisms that would allow ail 
Jordanians a foil say in the running of affairs that 
affect their lives.

Bosnian Muslims threaten international terrorism

GENEVA — In Bosnia-Hetze- 
gpvtna, there is always a price to 
pay — and the price for indeci- 
sion may have consequences that 
reach far beyond the ill-defined 
borders of an ethnic war. Even 
the offer of 17,000 men to protect 
Muslim “safe havens” designated 
by the U-N. authorised at a meet- 
ing of the Organisation of the 
Islamic Conference (OIC) in Isla- 
mabad this month is likely to fall 
into the same political vacuum of 
indecision. In its search for a 
solution, Bosnia is looking to the 
world's other problem areas for 
an answer. 

In the Bosnian war, a central 
problem for the West has been to 
define the varying degrees of 
responsibility of the Croats, Mus- 
lims and Serbs — who are, at the 
same time, all aggressors and all 
attacked. The situation continues 
to disintegrate into further con- 
flict without borders to contain it. 
Even if peace by means of parti- 
tion or through OIC protection 
were to take place, there is no 
guarantee that the fighting would 
end or that h will remain con- 
fined. 

Daring a tour of European 
capitals to gain acceptance of the 
Bosnian viewpoint, Bosnian 
Foreign Minister Silajdzic re- 
vealed the lengths to which Bos- 
nia is willing to go in its search for 
peace. A split developed between 
Silajdzic and the French, English 
and German governments when 
he touched a raw nerve — the 
threat of possible international 
terrorist attacks. It is a threat that 
may make the West finally take 
notice. 

The threat initially surfaced in 


discussions the Bosnian foreign 
minister held with French Fore- 
ign Minister Alan Juppe when the 
accusation of “complicity with 
the Serbs” came up. Mr. Silajdzic 
is known asa hawk in the team of 
Bosnian President Izetbegovic. 

The terrorism argument was 
again discussed in a three-hour- 
long heated debate between Mr. 
Silajdzic and British Foreign 
Minister Douglas Hurd. The 
sensitive subject was broached 
yet again when U.S. Vice Presi- 
dent Al Gore informed the Bos- 
nians that the U.S. had changed 
its mind about lifting the arms 
embargo, which has bad more 
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effect on Bosnian Muslims than 
on others in the region. 

“We have to give the interna- 
tional conscience an electric 
shock,'* a bitter, demoralised 
Bosnian Muslim member of the 
delegation at Geneva said. The 
threat of international terrorism 
fills the bill. According to bun, 
Muslims in Bosnia have no way 
out other than “the same road the 
Palestinians took 20 years ago.” 

Palestinian actions, he ex- 
plained, “forced the international 
community to begin negotiations 
with them. Radical Palestinians 
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the innocent. We will not tnaxe 
blind attacks. Rather, we will 
select those responsible for sup- 
port given to the Serbian prog- 
ramme of genocide.” 

.Another spokesman for the 
Muslim Bosnians in Geneva 
added, “Turkish and Palestinian

Thomas Dine, the longtime ex- 
ecutive director of the American- 
IsracI Public Affairs Committee 
(AIPAC), was forced to resign on 
June 28- His departure is the 
latest shakeup inside a Zionist 
lobby that has been fractured for 
the last year over scandals, power 
' struggles, and major policy differ- 
ences over the Middle East peace 
process. 

Since the beginning of January, 
the Anti-Defamation League of 
B'nai B’rith (ADL), the group 
most closely finked to AIPAC 
among all of the major American 
Jewish organisations, has been 
plagued by a spy scandal implicat- 
ing league officials in the illegal 
possession of classified govern- 
ment files, the passing of spy data 
to the governments of Israel and 
South Africa, and tire conducting 
of dirty tricks against as many as 
950 U.S. activist groups. The 
ADL is the target of criminal 
investigations in San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, Chicago, Virginia, 
and New York, and has been 
served with one class action dvO 
suit, with a second civil suit by a 
number of Arab-American 
groups pending. San Francisco 
sources expect that criminal in- 
dictments will be banded down 
against a number of ADL offi- 
cials and employees before the 
end of the summer. 

Among the prime targets is the 
ADL’s national “fact-finding” 
chief, Irwin Snail, of the league’s 
New York City headquarters. 
Although he is not believed to be 
a target of any of the criminal 


investigations, ADL National 
Director Abraham Foxman is ex- 
pected to be forced to resign as 
part of an ADL-designed “dam- 
age control” effort forced by the 
San Francisco scandal.

Underlying both the AIPAC 
and ADL scandals is a policy rift 
between the American Zionist 
leaders and the Labour Party 
government in Israel over how to 
deal with the Palestinian crisis. 

Mr. Dine’? resignation was 
ostensibly precipitated by re- 
marks he made to an Israeli' 
author six years ago, in which he 
referred to Orthodox Jews as 
“smelly." Mr. Dine’s comments, 
included in a forthcoming book 
by David Landau, were reported 
in a recent issue of the Baltimore 
Jewish Times. Mr. Dine was 
quoted as saying: “I don’t think 
mainstream Jews feel very com- 
fortable with the ldtra-Orthodox. 
It’s a class thing, I suppose. Their 
image is — smelly. That's what 
I'd say now that you've got me 
thinking about it. Hasids and 
New York diamond dealers.” 
Mr. Dine told Mr. Landau that 
major Jewish fundraisers choose 
not to fly on Israel's national 
'■airline El Al because of “those 
people.’’ He added, “Actually, I 
prefer Swissair or Lufthansa my- 
self. But I fly El Al to Israel 
because it’s direct. Yes, TWA 
flies direct, too. But it's low-class 
like the Orthodox. Yes, that’s 
still the image. Still the poor 


immigrant image. That's the 
perception of a lot of people I mix 
with.” 

The publication of Mr. Dine’s 
comments provided the pretext 
for a number of AIPAC board 
members, who have been reeling 
from nearly a year of harsh critic- 
ism from Isr^pl’s Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabki over theirfaardHne 

pro-Likud poliries during the' 
1980s, to bounce -the man most 
associated with Arose poliries. 
Last September, during Ins first 
trip to the United States since his 
election, Rabin met with AIPAC 
officials and lambasted them for 
their “right-wing” direction. 

An even more direct indication 
of the rift between AIPAC’s 
1980s leadership and the Israeli 
government surfaced just after 
Mr. Dine’s resignation, when the 
Washington Jewish Week , in its 
July I issue, published an attack 
by another AIPAC official. Vice 
President Harvey Friedman, on 
Israel’s Deputy Foreign Minister 
Yossi Beilin. 


Mr. Friedman led a spring 1993 
delegation of three U.S. con- 
gressmen to Israel for talks with 
government officials about the 
future of the occupied territories. 
According to Mr. Friedman, Mr. 
Beiling told the visitor that Israel 
was prepared to return to its 1967 
borders in order to reach a peace- 
ful settlement. Israel foreign 
nrimstiy spokesmen claimed that 
Mr. Beilin's comments were 
more vague and only reflected a 
subject til at the Israeli govern- 
ment was willing to put on the 
table. 


In response, Mr. Friedman told 
the Washington Jewish Week’s 
Larry Cohler. “Tins little slime 
ball can say be didn't say it, but 
three congressmen will affirm 
that it’s just what be said." 

Within a day of the story hit- 
ting the newsstands, Mr. Fried- 
man was'forced to' resign from. 
AIPAC, . and , tfie; group’s new., 
president, liberal Democrat Steve 
Grossman, apologised for Mr. 
Friedman's “outrageous state- 
ments.” 

On July 4, Mr. Beflin de- 
nounced AIPAC “The firing of 
Harvey Friedman came on a 
much more grave background, 
the transformation of AIPAC in 
recent years into a right-wing 
Jewish organisation.'* Mr. Beilin 
told Israel Radio that most of the 
official Jewish organisations are 
now ran by extremists whose 
views on the Middle East peace 
process and many other issues are 
at odds with the vast majority of 
American Jews, who are more 
“moderate, liberal, pragmatic” 
than their leaders. { 

Sources say that too officials of 
both the Israeli and U.S. adminis- 
trations agree that the leaders of 
the ADL and AIPAC are a major 
impediment to the peace process. 
According to these sources, 
further purges, and scandals can 
be expected. Foxman, they say, is 
considered, along with Me. Dine, 
to be one of the key figures who 
steered the official American 
Zionist lobby into the anti-peace 
camp associated with Likud fi- 
gures like Ariel Sharon — Execu- 
tive Intelligence Review. 


Military likely to stay 
in charge in Nigeria

LAGOS — Military President 
Ibrahim Babangida is likely to 
remain in power beyond August 
27, the date he promised to re- 
turn Nigeria to civilian rule, after 
opting for an interim government 
in place of a rush election. 

“Babangida will still be there. 
We are still in an endless transi- 
tion to civil rule," House of Rep- 
resentatives Member Tokumbo 
Afikuyomi told Reuters. 

“It s like Jesus Christ’s second 
coming. Promised for so long but 
no-one except the lord knows 
when it will happen,” he added. 

General Babangida has prom- 
ised to relinquish power on Au- 
gust 27 after three times delaying 
his return to civilian rule prog- 
ramme since it started in 1986. 

The general told leaders of 
Nigeria's two political parties on 
Saturday in the capital Abuja that 
an interim government to con- 
clude the transition process was 
necessary following the annul- 
ment of the June 12 presidential 
elections. 

“We should... see the interim 
government as a consensus 
arrangement for concluding the 
transitional agenda of this admi- 


nistration, which was disrupted 
by the imperative need to nullify 
the June 12 presidential elec- 
tions.*' Gen. Babangida said. 

The government’s cancellation 
of the poll plunged Africa's most 
populous nation into its gravest 
.political crisis in a decade and 
threw Gen. Babangida’s political 
programme into disarray. 

Details of the stopgap govern- 
ment, including its tenure, will 
be worked out by Vice-President 
Augustus Aikhomu, a retired 
admiral, officials of the two par- 
ties and Ernest Shonekan, who 
heads a Transitional Council now 
running day-to-day government. 

Gen. Babangida said the in- 
terim arrangement was adopted 
after it became dear it was not 
feasible to hold new polls this 
month. 

His speech did not make dear 
the future role of the military in 
the government, nor did it con- 
tain his usual assurances that he 
plans to step down on August 27. 

"The option of an interim 
national government should be 
seen for what it is. It is an interim 
measure and must to that extent 
be seen as part of the overall 
conception of the transitional 
agenda of this administration,” 
Gen. Babangida said. 


He said the duties of such a 
government include ensuring 
effective administration and con- 
ducting elections. 

A Transitional Council official 
said it was still not clear what 
Gen. Babangida 's role would be 
after August 27, but the military 
was likely to have political power 
one way or the other. 

‘The details of the civiiian- 
military relationship is still to be 
worked out by the committee 
working out the modalities of the 
interim government," he told 
Reuters. 

“But one thing appears certain. 
Only the military can underwrite 
the interim government and 
guarantee its existence,” he said. 

Moshood Abiola, the man 
widely believed to have won last 
month’s election in a reasonably 
fair vote, has denounced the in- 
terim government idea, saying it 
would lack legitimacy and a 
popular mandate to tackle Niger- 
ia’s problems. 

Mr. Abiola, 55, also said the 
option was favoured by Gen. 
Babangida because he hoped to 
use it to perpetuate his rule. - 
_ Gen. Babangida, in power 
since 1985, first considered the 
idea of an interim government 
three weeks ago and then jetti- 


soned it. saying his civilian suc- 
cessor had to be chosen by a fresh 
election. 

Last week the Social Democra- 
tic Party (SDP) and the National 
Republican Convention (NRC) 
jointly proposed to the govern- 
ment that an interim government 
be formed because it was not 
feasible to hold fresh elections in 
time for an August 27 hand- 
over. 

“Our proposal was for an in- 
terim government to take over 
from the military August 27," 
SDP National Publicity Secretary 
Amos Idakula told Reuters. 

“The interim government is 
not our brainchild. It is the idea 
of the military,’’ he said. 

Nigeria's pro-democracy 
groups and many prominent fi- 
gures are likely to oppose any 
move by the military to extend its 
stay in power. 

The cancellation of the last poll 
on grounds of malpractice led to 
protests in Mr. Abiola's home 
region in southwestern Nigeria in 
whidi more than 100 people were 

More protests are planned by 
the Lagos-based Campaign for 
democracy, an anti-military rule 
pressure group whose leaders are 
detained in Abuja.

As the fighting extends into 
summer with no end in right, the 
vicious cycle of violence is be- 
coming harder to contain. Itjii.. ^ 
seems to want to burst out ofTvr 
Bosnia-Herzegovina and expand 
in the direction of exfrenrism. 

The Palestinian analog y and 
the threat of international terror- 
ism should not be dismissed as . 
simply last-ditch postining. Serbs 
took a first step in this curection ■ 
with their promise to rain missiles 
on Italy, Austria, Britain and 
Germany if a “Storm" operation 
were to hit the Balkans as it did 
the Iraqi desert. Bosnians may be - 
prepared to take another step in 
the same direction.

WASHINGTON — ft was 1969 
p. and three men had just returned 
^ from the moon. They got parades 
and medals and a presidential 
dinner. Their bum-stained space 
capsule was hauled around to all

verence and awe accorded to old 
glory herself. People lined up for 
hours just so they could say they 
had seen the thing. 

It was history and triumph and 
the United States was No. 1. 

Fast-forward to 1993. 

Apollo is history. Skylab is 
forgotten and the space shuttle 
has flown 57 times since 1981. Ho 
hum. 

With the tragic exception of 
Challenger, all launches, and 
landings look the same — up and 
down, up and down — and net- 
work television long agor quit 
carrying them live. Ask the man 
on the street to name a current 
astronaut and get a blank stare. 

For nine years, there’s been a 
boring debate in Washington: 
Does the United States need a 
space station? Last month, in 
Congress, the no-sayers came 
Ifwithut one vote of killing the 
project. 

Where have all of National 
Aeronautic Space Administration 
(NASA’s) friends gone? 

In the 1960s, NASA could do 
no wrong. It had the whole coun- 
try in its comer and the goal was 
simple: beat tbe Soviets. 

Nobody’s head rolled when the 
early rockets blew up or when 
John Glenn failed 10 times to get 
off the ground before becoming 
the first American to orbit earth 
or when NASA spent $26 billion 
to get 12 men onto the moon. 

“NASA was a creature of the 


cold war,” said Don Fuqua, the 
former chairman of the House 
Space Committee and now presi- 
dent of the Aerospace Industries 
Association. “When the Berlin 
wall came down, there no longer 
was this enemy out there that we 
had to compete with.” 

The bleachers where the cheer- 
leaders once sat now are filled 
with critics. 

One of them, a congressman, 
told his colleagues recently that 
NASA had led them around by 
the nose for years and “bam- 
boozled” Congress. Even NASA 
acknowledges it underestimated 
costs and overpromised results. 

That was just one of the many 
confidence-eroding circumst- 
ances. 

The Challenger disaster, which 
lolled seven astronauts on the 
25th shuttle flight, was ‘-'an acci- 
dent rooted in history,” accord- 
ing to investigators who con- 
cluded the agency had gotten 
sloppy. 

The Hubble space telescope's 
inability to see to the edge of the 
universe as promised was due to 
careless miscalculation. The $1.4 
billion Galileo space probe to 
Jupiter is handicapped because its 
main antenna is jammed. 

On its 12th anniversary, tbe 
space shuttle fleet was on only its 
54tb mission; NASA had prom- 
ised up to 400 by then. The 
shuttles have proved to be can- 
tankerous, finicky and expen- 
sive. 

In 1989, on the 20th 
anniversary of the first moon 
landing. President Bush 
announced a 30-year programme 
that would see a U.S. colony on 
the moon and an expedition to 
Mars. 

But nothing more has been 
heard of that $500 billion-plus 


proposal. 

Where have all of NASA's 
friends gone? 

The NASA Alumni Associa- 
tion recently began talking about 
staging an event next year to 
commemorate the 25th 
anniversary of the moon landing. 
It dropped the idea for lack of 
interest. 

“The pioneering days of space 
are simply over. Even a Mars 
landing doesn't have nearly the 
appeal that a moon landing had,” 
says Walter Cronkite, an un- 
abashed booster in the space 
programme's early days when he 
covered flights for CBS Televi- 
sion Network.

The first temblor struck at 3:32 
p.m. (12i32 GMT) and a second 
at 3:43' p.m.

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NHF projects expand grassroots 
participation in development 


THE STEEP rugged mountains 
increasingly dotted with green 
spots of fertile land as they creep 
into the Zarqa River basin to the 
east of Jerash seem to project a 
paradoxical image in which chal- 
lenges and promises interwine.. 
Nowhere in that area of Jordan 
has the story of man's penchant

A cow-raising scheme 

Quality of Project Director I&sara 
Zawawi says a Village Develop- 
ment Council (VDC) and neigh- 
bourhood committees, supported 
by technical committees repre- 
senting concerned institutions 
have been set up to tap local 
human and material resources 
and pool them towards the over- 
all development of the commun- 
ity. One of the major activities 
sponsored by the project in 
Gnieh has been a cow-raising 
scheme through which 10 local 
families have received one high- 
yield cow each from the NHF 
Project to raise and utilize their 
dairy products in enhancing their 
nutrition and/or obtaining addi- 
tional income. Cows are distri- 
buted as loans to be paid back to 
the project in tbe form of newly- 
born heifers which will subse- 
quently be handed over to other 
beneficiary families in what 
seems to be a “revolving fund” of 
cows. 

One of the beneficiaries of the 
cow-raising scheme in Gnieh, 
Atef Zyoud, says his cow yields a 
daily average of 14 litres of milk 
from which his family makes and 
markets certain dairy products 
such as yogurt, clarified butter 
and thickened yogurt. Another 
beneficiary notes that because his 
cow gave birth to a calf, he could 
not use it towards paying back the 
loan. "We sold the calf and used 
the money to expand and im- 
prove our house," he says. 

The NHF Quality of Life Pro- 
ject, which is planning on intro- 
ducing a goat-raising scheme in 
the village, provides beneficiaries

with free veterinary services in 
cooperation with the Ministry of 
Agriculture. 

In addition to tbe cow-raising 
scheme, the project also sponsors 
small-scale agricultural activities 
to help local residents utilise their 
home gardens and unexploited 
plots of land. Seeds and saplings 
of different vegetables and fruit 
trees have been distributed to 
about 65 beneficiary families in 
the community. 

A mothers' chib 

and kindergarten 

Because the philosophy of the 
project stresses socio-economic 
development in its activities, spe- 
cial attention has been given to 
enhancing the status of women in 
tbe village to enable them to 
become active participants in 
their own development and that 
of their families and community. 
A 50-member mothers' club has 
been established and has been 
involved in the education of 
mothers on matters relating to 
family health, sanitation, nutri- 
tion and the environment. A 
three-month sewing training 
course has also been launched for 
young women in the village in 
cooperation with the local village 
council. 

As for children, the project, in 
cooperation with Promise Socie- 
ty, a non-profit charitable orga- 
nisation has established a pre- 
school kindergarten.

A pioneering experiment 

Tbe Quality of Life Project’s 
experiment in Gnieh as well as in 


other 11 communities in Jordan 
seems to be intended to serve 
mainly as a catalyst for change. 
“We have gone a long way in 
educating, training, and organis- 
ing the local population, and now 
tt ts their turn to assume responsi- 
bility for their own develop- 
ment," says Mr. Zawawi. The 
head of Gnieh Village Council, 
Ali Ziyoud, says further efforts 
are needed to change people’s 
conceptions of loans as charity, of 
voluntary community work as 
“none of their business” and of 
unconventional income- 
generating schemes as not oast- 
effective. 

The project was first initiated 
in Jordan by the Noor Al Hussein 
Foundation in 1989 in coopera- 
tion with tbe World Health Orga- 
nisation (WHO) and the Ministry 
of Health. Its primary objective is 
to introduce a dynamic innova- 
tive development programme 
that would improve the total 
quality of life for underprivileged 
individuals and communities 
throughout Jordan. 

By the end ofl992. over 10,000 
persons benefited directly and 
indirectly from the project in 
eight communities throughout 
Jordan. Four more communities 
have been encompassed by the 
project's service this year. 

The Noor Al Hussein Founda- 
tion hopes to introduce the Quali- 
ty of Life Project as a national 
model for socio-economic de- 
velopment in Jordan. It is already 
recognised by WHO as a regional 
training model. In addition to its 
WHO funding, the project has 
received donations from the 
U.S.-based Christian Children's 
Fund (CCF), Spanish “World in 
Harmony" and the government 
of Luxembourg, in addition to 
private Jordanian contributions.

Arab Gulf states to GATT

French, Germans seek unity after monetary breakup 


ABU DHABI (AFP) — Growing 
world protectionism and the em- 
ergence of giant economic blocs 
are forcing wealthy Arab Gulf 
stares to join the General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT), officials and economists 
said Tuesday. 

Kuwait is the only Gulf Coop- 
eration Council (GCC) st^te to 
join the Geneva-based group, be- 
coming a member in 1984, but 
Saudi Arabia applied last month 
and the United Arab Emirated 
(UAE) is considering following 
suit; 

Officials from the three coun- 
tries and the remaining , GCC 
members — Bahrain. Oman and 
Qatar — will listen to the benefits 
offered by GATT when its ex- 
perts highlight its activities -at a 
seminar to be held in Abu Dhabi 
soon. 

“We have asked GATT to 
organise this seminar to identify 
its objectives and how we can get 
a membership,** UAE economy 
and trade ministry acting under- 
secretary, Mohammad AJ Meza- 
ki, told the local daily Al 
Kb alee j . 

“The discussion will focus on 
the benefits we will get regarding 
world trade in case we join 
GATT. But we already know 
such a membership will provide 
us with the opportunity to partici- 


pate, in international trade nego- 
tiations and present our views U> 
serve our interests.'* he said. 

The GCC’s growing interest in 
GATT comes amidst complaints 
about increasing protectionism in 
major world economic groups at 
a time when the six members 
argue they impose only token 
customs tariffs on imports. 

The Gulf states' main dispute is 
twitfa their top economic partner, the 
European Community (EC), 
which they accuse of blocking 
access to their petrochemicals 
and of seeking similar measures 
against their vital .crude 'exports 
through the proposed carbon tax. 

The tax would levy $3 on an 
imported barrel of oil and it 
would rise gradually to SlO'by the 
year 20 00. GCC states and other 
producers have attacked the tax 
on the grounds it would hit de- 
mand for oil and depress theiT 
earnings, already sharply down 
because of weak oil prices. 

The proposed tax has cast a 
shadow over their strong rela- 
tions and could hamper progress 
in their petrochemical negotia- 
tions, which they started more 
than five years ago, GCC states 
are demanding free access to the 
EC market but (he Europeans 
fear this could hurt their pet- 
rochemical industry. 

“In the light of the new world 


order and the growing trend for 
protectionism and regional eco- 
nomic alliances. Gulf,, states 
should get closer together and 
join GATT as a forum for settling 
trade disputes." said Yusuf Kha- 
lifa Al Yusuf, economics profes- 
sor at the Emirates University. 

Trade accounts for nearly two 
thirds of the GCC’s- Gross 
Domestic Product, standing at 
around $110 billion in 1992, when 
the GDP reached $169.5 billion. 
Oil and gas form the bulk of that 
trade. 

In . a recent study, the Arab 
Monetary Fund (AMF) urged the 
GCC and the other members of 
the Arab League to join GATT 
and work with the group's de- 
veloping members to face protec- 
tionism and emerging economic 
giants. 

“Arab states should work with 
other developing nations to en- 
sure the success of the GATT 
round of negotiations so it mil 
lead to multi-national trade order 
that enables the developing coun- 
tries to exploit their industrial 
and export potentials." the Abu 
Dhabi-based fond said. 

It said protectionism in a single 
EC marker would depress Arab 
exports by 30 per cent and this 
would “create a new obstacle for 
economic .reforms and develop- 
ment efforts in the region."

Australia budget to raise 
taxes and cut spending 


CANBERRA (R) — Australian 
Treasurer John Dawkins revealed 
Tuesday that the budget for the 
year ending June 30, 1994, would 
include a double dose of bitter 
medicine — higher taxes and 
spending cuts. 

“We have now got to the point 
where we should be tightening np 
on fiscal policy over the next few 
years," Mr. Dawkins said. 

“It’s in the context of what’s 
been happening in Europe. I 
think we’re likely to see in the 
years ahead more emphasis being 
given to fiscal policy," he said in a 
radio- interview. 

He reiterated that tbe govern- 
ment aimed to have tbe 1993/94 
budget deficit come in at around 
16 billion Australian dollars ($11 
billion). 

“There will be tax increases as 


well as expenditure cuts in order 
to achieve those fiscal objec- 
tives." he added. 

Mr. Dawldns would not com- 
ment on reports that the defence 
department faced major cuts. 

The Sydney Morning Herald 
reported Tuesday that file treas- 
ury aimed to slash up to 200 
million Australian dollars ($137 
million from a defence budget of 
nearly 10 billion Australian dol- 
lars ($6.8 billion). 

“We have reviewed every port- 
folio and every portfolio has 
made a contribution to the fiscal 
task.

Indonesia seeks foreign investors 


JAKARTA (R) — Indonesia, 
facing a drop in foreign invest- 
ment as well as increased regional 
competition, said Tuesday it 
would begin campaigns in Asia 
and Europe next month to attract 
foreign support for its economy. 

“We are going to campaign in 
Aria and Europe for trade, tour- 
ism and investment," Investment 
Minister Sanyoto Sastrowardoyo 
told reporters after meeting Pres- 
ident Suharto. 

He predicted that approved 
foreign investment would fall to 


between $6 and $7 billion in 
calendar 1993, compared with 
$10.3 billion in 1992. 

Approved foreign investment 
between Jan. 1 and July 15 fell to 
$4.8 billion from $6,9 billion in 
the same 1992 period, Mr. 
Sanyoto said. 


“The decline of foreign invest- 
ment is because of recession in 
the industrial countries... there is 
also competition in the (Asian) 
region from Vietnam, Bang- 
ladesh, Pakistan, and India in

Foreign investment 
in South Korea falls 


SEOUL (R) — South Korea 
approved foreign investment 
worth $440 million during the 
first half of this year, down 7.6 
per cent from a year ago, finance 
ministry figures have showed. 

"Sluggish investment by fore- 
igners, particularly by Euro- 
peans, in the manufacturing sec- 
tor was blamed for the first-half 
fall,” a ministry statement said. 

Approved investment from the 
United States rose 9.4 per cent to 
$198 million in Lhe first six 
months. Investment from Japan 
also increased, by 15.5 per cent to 
$127 million. 

But investment from Europe 
was $103 million in the first half., 
a 36.8 per cent fall a year earlier. 

Meanwhile, fewer foreigners 
visited South Korea in the first 
half of this year, but they spent 
more because of the strong 
Japanese yen, the Bunk of Korea 
said. 

At the same rime, however 
more Koreans travelled abroad 
and spent more than foreigners 


did in South Korea, it said. 

The central bank counted 1.46 
million foreign visitors in the 
January* June period, off 8.9'per 
cent from a year earlier, and 1.08 
mittion Korean travellers abroad, 
up 10.3 per cent from the first 
half of the year before. 

About two- thirds of the foreign 
visitors were Japanese, who could 
afford to spend more because of 
the strong yen. The yen appreci- 
ated nearly 18 per cent against 
ihe Korean won in the past six 
months. 

Foreigners spent in an average 
$1,112 each in Korea, up 10.44 
per cent from a year earlier, the 
bank said. Per capita spending by 
Korean travellers abroad was 
estimated at $1,674, down 9.2 per 
cent from a year before but still 
50.5 per cent more than fore- 
igners spent, it said. 

This slightly widened Korea's 
tourism deficit from $191.2 mil- 
lion in the six month period last 
year to $195.7 million this year, 
the bank said. 


Bahrain to open share trading 
to veteran residents 


MANAMA (R) — Long-term 
residents of Bahrain will soon be 
allowed to trade shares to 
Bahraini companies even if they 
are not drizens, the offiaal Gulf 
News Agency has said. “Shortly 
residents in Bahrain of five years, 
whether on a continuous basis or 
not, will be allowed to own shares 
of public companies," it quoted a 
stock exchange statement as 
saying. Keen to expand its active 
financial sector, Bahrain has been 
in the forefornt of moves in the 
Gulf to open up to the outside. 
Already foreigners from outside 
the Gulf can trade shares in two 


Bahrain-based banks, Arab 
Banking Corp and Bahrain Inter- 
national Bank, but these institu- 
tions had to win individual gov- 
ernment approval. There are also 
plans for mutual funds based on a 
basket of Bahraini stocks, which 
would be available for sale to 
non-Bahrainis. But this appeared 
to be the first rime that foreign 
residents would be given general 
permission to trade individual 
stocks. A 1990 census showed 
that 38 per cent of Bahrain's 
then-500,000 population were ex- 
patriates, many of them having 
lived on the island for decades. 


Morocco 
privatises 
140 petrol 
stations 

RABAT (R) -* Morocco, pur- 
suing a programme of privatisa- 
tion, has sold its interest in the 
Petrom Group which has 140 
petrol stations throughout the 
country. 

The privatisation ministry said 
Monday the government had sold 
its 51 per cent holding in Petrom 
to Moroccan -businessman Aii 
Bouaida for the equivalent of 
$15.1 million. 

Petrom had a turnover of 1.5 
billion dirhams ($156 million) in 
1991 and was controlled by the 
state agency Sodeie Nationale 
des Produits Petioliers (SNPP). 

The SNPP’s holding of 33.000 
shares with a nominal value of 
1,000 dirhams (S104) each was 
ceded to Mr. Bouaida for 14S 
million dirhams ($15.1 million). 

Petrom was privatised by 
means of a call for bids which 
stated that the minimum price for 
the offer was 122 million dirhams 
($12.7 million). 

A ministry spokesman said Mr. 
Bouaida was a dealer in pet- 
roleum products in southern 
Morocco, including the disputed 
Western Sahara, the former 
Spanish colony claimed by 
Morocco. 

“Mr. Bouaida plans to extend 
the petrom rilling station chain to 
the southern provinces" in West- 
ern Sahara, he said. 

The government has already 
sold off hotels and sugar, cement 
and bus companies, by the end of 
1995 it plans to privatise 112 
companies. 


Israeli banks lower 
prime interest rate 

TEL AVIV (R) — Israel's largest banks began lowering their prime 
interest rates in response to interest rate cuts by the Bank of Israel 
over the past month. 

Israel's largest banks. Bank Leumi, Israel Discount Bank, Bank 
Hapoalim and Mizrahi Bank, announced a 0.7 per cent cut in the 
prime lending rate to 11.3 per cent late Monday. 

Analysts said first international bank was expected to make a 
similar announcement. 

The Bank of Israel allowed the interest rate on its daily monetary 
tender to commercial banks to fall during the past month to try to 
boost the economy. 

An analyst said (he Bank of Israel took the action after inflation 
projections fell, allowing a lowering of rates without risking higher 
inflation. 

Oman economy grows by 
45.% in first quarter 

ABU DHABI (AFP) — Oman’s economy grew by around 4.5 per 
cent in the first quarter of 1993 but most of the growth was in the oil 
sector, the state-run Omani Development Council said in a report. 
The gross domestic product (GDP) stood at 987.9 million Omani 
riyals ($2.56 billion) in the first quarrer of 1993 compared with 945.7 
million riyals ($2.45 billion) in the first quarter of 1992, the council 
said. GDP in the oil and gas sector rose by 5.9 per cent to 426.4 
million riyals (Sl.l billion) from 402.7 million riyals (SI billion) in the 
same period, according to the report carried by Gulf press. Growth in 
the non-oil sector was much lower, standing at 3.4 per cent. GDP in 
government services and trade had the lion share of the non-oil GDP, 
totalling $490 million and S417 million respectively. Oman produces 
around 750,000 barrels per day of oil and it has used crude export 
earnings to develop non-oil sectors and tap its huge gas reserves. 


Iran bans 


entry, exit 
of six 


NICOSIA (R) — Iran has ban- 
ned passengers from taking cur-, 
rencies of Saudi Arabia, the Un- 
ited Arab Emirates (UAE), 
Syria, Lebanon, Iraq and Afgha- 
nistan into or out of the counrrv, 
an Iranian central bank official 
said Tuesday. 

He told Reuters the ban was' 
imposed last week as pan of the 
bank’s effons to channel • most 
foreign exchange transactions 
through state banks and did not 
cover bank transfers. 

Iranians can take up to S10.000 
in cash or an equivalent sum in 
other authorised currencies when 
travelling abroad. 

The UAE's dirham is the only. 
currency’ among the six which is 
listed in the central bank's daily . 
exchange rate quotations. 

“We have many workers in the 
UAE. If they want to bring back- 
cash they first have to convert it 
into dollars or some other curren-_ 
cy." the central bank official said. - 


Arab shipping firm reports $30m loss 


KUWAIT (R) — United Arab 
Shipping Company made a $30.4 
million loss in calendar 1992 after 
a $60 million profit in 1991 be- 
cause of high costs and tough 
competition on shipping rates. 

The Kuwait- based company 
said in a statement fleet opera- 
tions revenue rose 18 per cent to 
$646 million from S545 million in 
1991. Container traffic rose by 42 


per cent and the volume of tradi- 
tional shipping rose by 13 per 
cent. 

“In spite of this a fall in ship- 
ping rates on regular lines as a 
result of competition, the high 
cost of operating new lines and a 

rise in the cost of carrying con- 
tainers has reduced considerably 
the profitability of services," it 


said.

PHNOM PENH (R) — Attack- 
ers laid mines on a railway track 
in Cambodia and raked a train 
with gunfire and rockets, killing 
. at least 10 people and injuring 30, 
the United Nations peacekeep- 
ers' spokesman said Tuesday. 
The ambush, Monday after- 
. noon, took place about 20 

• kilometres east of the provincial 

■ town of Kampot in the south of 
the country, he said. 

The gunmen were unidentified 
but the area, dubbed the “violent 
triangle,” is known as a sanctuary 
for Khmer Rouge guerrillas who 
have attacked trains in the region 

• before. 

The attackers first laid mines 
on the track of the Phnom Penh- 
bound train, then raked the car- 
riages with small arms fire and 
. shoulder-launched rockets, 
; spokesman Eric Fait said. 

Units from the U.N.'s French 
paratroop battalion based in 
Kampot province reached the 
ambush scene about 15 minutes 
after the attack. Soldiers wearing 

• the U.N. peacekeepers' distinc- 
tive blue berets set up a first aid 

• .post and ferried the seriously 
. injured to the provincial hospital 
, at Kampot. 

* . The antiquated railway system, 
winding through desolate coun- 

■ iryside much of which was until 
recently a vast battlefield in Cam- 
bodia's 13-year civil war. is an 
easy target for guerrillas. 

• The militant Khmer Rouge, 
whose leaders abandoned an in- 
ternational peace process they 
had agreed to in Paris in 1991. 

■ have been left out of the coalition 
'government that resulted from 
' U.N.-organised elections in May. 

Since then they have been ac- 
tive in attacking Cambodia's 
crumbling infrastructure, accord- 
ing to U.N. spokeswoman Susan 
Manuel. She said last week that 
road and rail bridges were being 
destroyed at the rate of one every 
two days. 

On July 25, gunmen believed 
to belong to the radical Maoist 
group attacked the same Phnom 
Penh-bound train about 40 
kilometres north-east of Kampot, 
injuring several passengers. 

The insurgents are held re- 
sponsible for derailing a train in 
the same vicinity in May. just 
before the elections. 

Khmer Rouge guerrillas have 
been active in their attempts to 
destroy sections of Cambodia's 
northwest line to Sisophon. More 
than 30 metres of track were 
blown up last Tuesday between 
Sisophon. near the Thai border, 
and the north’s most important 
city Battambang. 

Cambodia has only two rail 
lines, one to the southern port of 
Sihanoukville and a second 
stretching out of Sisophon in the 
far north-west of the country. 

Meanwhile, the U.N. Tran- 
sitional Authority in Cambodia 
(UNTAC) said Tuesday it was 
sticking by its report that the Thai 
military had allowed the Khmer 
Rouge to attack and detain U.N. 
peacekeepers from its territory. 

The assertion came as Thai 
military officials in Bangkok 
came up against the LINT AC 
version, claiming that rather than 
standing around videotaping the 
event — as U.N. spokesman Eric 
Fait said — the Thai soldiers tried 
to help the U.N. troops on 
Cambodian soil. 

''We'll respond to that (denial) 
in a couple of days," he said, 
adding that UNTAC was compil- 
ing proof of the incident before 
making any more public state- 
ments. 

• The 21 peacekeepers detained 
Sunday by the Khmer Rouge and 
released to the Thai military at a 
camp 40 kilometres inside Thai- 
land were flown back to the

Japan coalition leaders 
play down differences 


TOKYO (R) — Tsutomu Hata, 
widely tipped to become Japan's 
next deputy premier, said Tues- 
day be was confident the eight- 
party coalition poised to take 
power this week would overcome 
its policy differences. 

Leaders of new centre-right 
parties joined forces with the 
Socialists and other opposition 
groups last week to bring an end 
to almost 40 years of continuous 
rule by the Liberal Democratic 
Party (LDP). 

Critics have pointed out, 
however, that the eight parties 
remain far apart on key issues, 
spelling trouble for the fragile 
union. 

“Once the new government is 
launched there could be debate 
over issues where we differ, like 
defence and the taxation system, 
but for now I see no one topic 
likely to cause problems," said 
Mb'. Hata, Head of the LDP- 
breakaway Japan Renewal Party 
that forms the core of the opposi- 
tion coalition. 

“In the areas of security, fore- 
ign affairs and defence, we have 
decided to maintain the fun- 
damental policies of the previous 
government.” he told a news 
conference. 

The stage for political change 
was set after the LDP. its leaders 
implicated in a rash of K uge cor- 
ruption scandals, failed . win a 
majority in the 511-sea. lower 
house in the July 18 g- neral 
election. Although it won die 


largest bloc — 223 members — it 
fell short of the 256-seat majority. 

Ichiro Ozawa, co-founder with 
Mr. Hata of the Japan Renewal 
Party, moved in to mastermind 
the creation of the 265-strong 
coalition, which will take over 
from the LDP when parliament 
meets Thursday. 

He and the popular Hata, who 
had been considered the most 
likely candidate to lead the 
alliance, chose anti-corruption 
campaigner Morihiro Hosokawa, 
head of the centrist Japan New 
Party, as their candidate for coali- 
tion leader and .prime minister. 

Senior officials of the eight 
coalition parties decided Tuesday 


that the first order of business in 
parliament on Thursday would be 
to approve Mr. Hosokawa as 
prime minister and selec* Takako 
Doi, former Socialist chairman, 
as speaker of the lower house. 

A cabinet line-up was expected 
to be announced Friday. 

Mr. Hata, who is expected to 
be appointed finance minister for 
a second time, denied reports 
that Mr. Hosokawa was little 
more than a puppet to be man- 
ipulated by Mr. Ozawa. 

"If we thought of him as a 
puppet then the government 
would fell right away and we'd go 
back .to square one, with poweT 
reverting back to the LDP.” he 
said. 

"Mr. Hosokawa alone began 
fighting the political system when 
he lniwhed his new party last 


year ...a move that led to the 
breakup of the system,” Mr. 
Hata said. ‘‘He is the best and 
most appropriate figure to head 
this coalition.” 

Mr. Hata and Mr. Ozawa, both 
of whom had been groomed for 
the LDP leadership, rebelled 
agairist Prime Minister Kiichi 
Miyazawa in June and left the 
ruling party to form their own 
group. 

Mr. Hata said the coalition 
government's main task was to 
introduce radical political reform 
laws to stamp out corruption and 
encourage democratic develop- 
ment, _ 

.Multi-seat electoral districts 
should be replaced by • single- 
seat constituencies to cut down 
on graft, be said. 

Under the current system, 
LDP politicians compete against 
one another in the same district 
and spend lavish! on campaigns, 
a development th t has fueled the 
need for political funds in excess 
of legal limits. 

“Mr. Hata also said the new 
government should once and for 
all issue a clear-cut apology to 
Asian countries for Japan’s mis- 
deeds up to and during World 
War II. 

“We are embarking on a new 
era of government five decades 
after the war and I think it 
appropriate that we should dear 
up the question of our war re- 
sponsibility.”

U.S. river deals finai blows 

ST. LOUIS (AP) — The Mississippi apparently has struck its 
worst blow to St Louis and rolled on. But even as the river 
recedes, the people here aren't ready to believe their ordeal is 
nearing an end. The largest metropolitan area threatened in six 
weeks of midwestem flooding escaped the predicted collission of 
record crests of the Mississippi and Missouri Rivers Monday, but 
residents have seen all too intimately what heartbreak the waters 
can bring. The rivers remain unnaturally high, levees are 
saturated, area farms and towns are submerged — and people 
continue sandbagging. "We've lived with this so long,” said a 
tearful Margaret Lindemann, whose south St. Louis home, 
tucked behind a bartered levee, appeared spared. “What is relief? 
It's been horrible.” The waters have battered St. Louis since 
Friday, flooding hundreds of homes in suburban Chesterfield and 
St. Charles, forcing thousands of people to evacuate and 
inundating nearby farmlanu. But despite continued levee breaks 
and lingering fears, it appears the flood of *93 could be reaching 
its conclusion after claiming 45 lives and causing at least $10 
bUlino in damage. 

Radiation leak reported at Russian plant 

MOSCOW (R) — A small amount of radioactive waste leaked 
from a military plant m the Russian town of Chelyabinsk-40 but 
no one was banned, ITAR-TASS News Agency said Tuesday. 
The agency, quoting the Russian Atomic Energy Ministry, said 
two cubic metres (70 cubic feet) of liquid waste leaked from a 
depressurised pipe at the town's Mayak plant Monday and 
contaminated around 100 square metres (1,000 square feet) of 
ground. Mayak and other secret military plants process weapons 
grade uranium and plutonium. “No one suffered and radiation 
levels for the personnel did not exceed maximum permissible 
norms,” said TASS. It was not immediately possible to contact 
the ministry for comment. 

Titan rocket explodes after liftoff 

VANDENBERG AIR FORCE BASE, California (R) — A Titan 
4 rocket believed ot be carrying an expensive military spy satellite 
exploded Monday minutes after lift-off from Vandenberg ; Air 
Force Base. It was the first failure of othe four-year-old Titan 4 
programme and one aerospace analyst called it a serious setback 
for plans for launching more intelligence satellites aboard 
America’s most powerful unmanned rocket. The 113-foot (34- 
metre)-long Titan 4, manufactured by aerospace giant Martin 
Marietta Corp., blew up over the ocean several miles (km) off the 
California coast, said Nedra De Lima, a spokeswoman at 
Vandenberg, about 140 miles (215 kilometres) northwest of Los 
Angeles. The fiery debris fell harmlessly into the sea and there 
were no reports of injuries or damage, Ms. De Lima said. "There 
was never any hazard to populated areas,” die said. 

7 killed on Tajlk-Afghan border 

MOSCOW (AFP) — Si- t people were killed overnight on the 
Tajik-Afgfran border wh two armed groups tried to penetrate 
into Tajikistan, the news .gency ITAR-TASS reported Tuesday. 
No Russian Border Guards were amongst the dead and the 
incursion attempt foiled, the agency added without giving further 
details about the identity of the victims. Thousands of Muslim 
Tajik rebels fled across the Afghan border from Tajikistan last 
year to escape a violent crackdown against them by the 
pro-Communist leadership in the capital Dushanbe. Russia 
believes the rebels are being supported by some Afghan Mnjahe- 
deen. Russia sent troops to the Tajik-Afghan border last year as 
part of a joint CIS operation against the rebels and tire flow of 
arms and drugs from Afghanistan. 

Major offensive reported in Abkhazia 

MOSCOW (AFP) — ■ Georgian government troops launched a 
"major offensive" in Abkhazia Monday evening, breaching a 
truce in force since Wednesday, Interfax reported, quoting the 
secessionist Abkhaz government. Accenting to the Abkhaz 
Defence Ministry, the offensive was mounted northeast of the 
capita! Sukhumi. However the Georgian embassy in Moscow 
denied the report. “The situation is calm in and around 
Sukhumi,” the embassy said citing a report by Vladimir Chikova- 
ni military adviser to President Eduard Shevardnadze. Abkhaz 
military chiefs said heavy fighting erupted at 6:30 p.m. (1430 
GMT) near Atianda in an area where Russian, Abkhaz and 
Georgian observers are monitoring the ceasefire. Earlier Mon- 
day, Mr. Shevardnadze, quoted by ITAR-TASS News Agency 
said it was important that the United Nations should participate in 
settling the conflict over Abkhazia's bid to secede from Georgia. 

Panamanian ship sinks off Japan 

TOKYO (R) — A Panamanian-flagged freighter sank off Japan's 
mam southern island of Kyushu Tuesday and one of its 20-man 
crew died. Coast Guard officials said. The ship, the Fagus, was 
bound for Malaysia from the central Japanese city of Nagoya 
when the accident occurred east of Kikai Shima in the Pacific, 
they said. The vessel was a 6,473-dea^weight-tonnc general cargo 
carrier, according to Lloyd's register of ships. The coastguard 
officials said 19 crew members were rescued but they had no :' 
further details. 


3 killed in 

Kashmir 

protest 

SRINAGAR, India (AFP) — 
Three people were shot dead and 
five injured here Tuesday as Indi- 
an troops opened fire on Kash- 
miri Muslims enraged by the kill- 
ing of a boy and his parents by the 
security forces, police said. 

About 7,000 people defied a 
city- wide curfew Tuesday and 
took to the streets of Srinagar to 
denounce the killing of 10-year- 
old Bilal Ahmad and his parents 
by members of the Border Secur- 
ity Force (BSF) Sunday, witnes- 
ses said. 

Police said three people were 
killed and five injured when para- 
military troops opened fire on a 
slogan-shouting crowd of about 
1,000 people in the downtown 
Khanyar district, where Sunday’s 
killings took place. 

Officials said troops used 
batons and teargas and fired into 
the air to break up anti-Indian 
demonstrations in other areas of 
this tense city. 

Demonstrators ignored repe- 
ated demands to return to their 
homes and milled around in the 
streets shooting “we want free- 
dom," “tyrants, killers leave our 
Kashmir" and other pro- 
independence slogans. 

Army and paramilitary rein- 
forcements were being rushed to 
Srinagar, the summer capital of 
Kashmir, India's only Muslfrn- 
majority state, to try to enforce 
the indefinite curfew. 

Sunday’s killing of the family 
sparked mass protests in the. 
Kashmir Valley leading to the 
curfew under which has been 
largely ignored across the state. 


Sri Lanka Tamil temple blasts kill 6 


COLOMBO (R) — Two explo- 
sions killed six people, including 
a Sinhalese bomber, and wound- 
ed 38 during a Tamil religious 
festival in central Colombo but 
police said Tuesday there was no 
communal motive. 

They said the blasts, thought to 
have been hand grenades, occur- 
red at midnight and early Tues- 
day morning at the Katfairesan 
Temple in the affluent Barabala- 
pttiya area of the Sri Lankan 
capital. 

“We believe the blasts were the 
result of rivalry over the alloca- 
tion of stalls in the temple,” a 
senior police officer said. 

Police ruled out any communal 
motive for the attacks. Earlier 
some residents said the blasts 
might have been in retaliation for 
a Tamil rebel raid on an army 
camp in the north-east last week 
in which 62 people died. 

That attack came on the 10th 
anniversary of the start of a rebel 
campaign for a homeland in the 
north and east for Tamils, who 
form about 20 per cent of the 17 
million population. 

■ The senior officer, who de- 
clined to be named, said a 
businessman who failed to win- a 
contract to run a merry-go-round 
at the temple festival had hired a 
man to cany out the attacks. 

He said the man, killed in the 
first blast in which eight people 
were wounded, was identified as 
a Sinhalese. It was thought be 
had brought the bomb to the 
temple and it had fallen out of his 
pocket and exploded.

Khasbulatov signals fresh assault on Yeltsin team 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — Rus- 
sian parliament Speaker Ruslan 
Khasbulatov called Tuesday for a 
new government of • “national 
accord” and served notice that 
parliament would renew its drive 
for greater control over the ex- 
ecutive branch. 

Addressing local lawmakers 
and officials in the central city of 
Oryol 300 kilometres south of 
Moscow, Mr. Khasbulatov 
warned the legislature plans “to 
reinforce its constitutional con- 
trol on the activities of the execu- 
tive.” 

The speaker, who arrived in 
Oryol a day ahead of a planned 
visit there by President Boris 
Yeltsin to commemorate the 
Soviet World War II victory at 
Kursk, said current top state offi- 
cials were governing the country 
with “disdain.” 

“Few who took part in the 
battle back then could have im- 
gined that the very notion of 
delity to the Fatherland would 
someday be an object of mock- 
ery,” Mr. Khasbulatov said, 
according to Interfax News Agen- 
cy. 

Using rhetoric targetted to 
appeal to World War n veterans 
and residents of the region where 
the largest tank battle ever took 
place, the speaker lashed out at 
government officials who, he 
said, “attack with mad hatred 
those who stand for the unity and 
prosperity of Russia.” 

Mr. Khasbulatov noted Rus- 
sians view themselves as a “great 
people” and said the country now 
needed a coalition 'government 
that would undertake realistic re- 
forms taking account of the 
“traditions... and national In- 


terests of society.” 

Ms remarks followed publica- 
tion of an opinion poll indicating 
that for the first time since bis 
election Mr. Yeltsin was no lon- 
ger foe most popular politician in 
Russia and that public confidence 
in his leadership was on the wane. 

The survey of 1,000 Russians 
conducted by the Public Opinion 
Foundation whose results were 
shown on Russian television Sun- 
day put Mr. Yeltsin's approval 
rating at 24 per cent, down from 
35 per cent in Jane and far below 
the 58 per cent vote of confidence 
he won in a referendum last 
April. 

Although the survey had a 
margin of error of up to five per 
cent, it also gave Alexander Ruts- 
koi, Mr. Yeltsin's rebel vice- 
president who has sided with 
mainline conservatives opposed 
to radical reformers, a rating of 
26 per cent. 

The survey was conducted a 
day after the Central Bank 
announced draconian plans to 
withdraw all pre-1993 rouble 
banknotes from circulation, trig- 
gering economic chaos in the 
country and a political witchhunt 
for who was to blame for the 
debacle. 

Mr. Khasbulatov has notably 
singled out Finance Minister 
Boris Fyodorov to blame for the 
so-called monetary reform plan, 
but Mr. Fyodorov publicly de- 
nounced the plan from the time it 
was announced and has accused 
Central Bank Chairman Viktor 
Gerashchenko of masterminding 
the scheme. 

Mr. Yeltsin's office has so far 
maintained silence in the face of 
Mr. Khasbulatov's renewed 


assault on the government, which 
came amid rumours in the press 
that Mr. Yeltsin was in poor 
health. 

Kremlin spokesmen have stre- 
nuously denied chose rumours 
and Mr. Yeltsin was thought like- 
ly to comment on foe latest round 
in Russia’s political crisis when he 
visits Oryol Wednesday. 

Meanwhile at least five guerril- 
la groups are potential suspects in 
the assassination of the military 
governor and commanding gener- 
al of Russia's volatile Caucasus 
Mountains, reports said Tuesday. 

President Boris Yeltsin’s hand- 
picked governor, Viktor 
Polyanichko, 54, was killed Sun- 
day by gunmen on horseback on a 
forested road near Vladikavkaz, 
the provincial capital. 

Gen. Anatoly Koretsky, foe 
military commander for the re- 
gion, and a bodyguard also died 
in the ambush of the governor’s 
motorcade. Three other body- 
guards were wounded. The gun- 
men fled. 

Senior Russian officials and 
special police investigators flew 
immediately to the tense region, 
where thousands of Russian 
troops have been deployed since 
November to separate feuding 
Muslim Ingush and Christian 
Ossetians. 

There have been no arrests in 
the case. 

The head of security in the 
region. Major General Alexan- 
der Khodov, has blamed foe 
attack on Ingush militants, who 
are traditional horsemen.

Explorers find 4

WASHINGTON — The 

ruins of four towns built by the 
Mayans have been found in a 
tropical rain forest in Belize in 
Central America and at least two 
appear to have been untoucheik 
by looters since they were abarJJ- 
doned mote than 1,000 years ago. 
Peter $. Dunham, a Cleveland 
State University archeologist, 
said foe Mayan centres were 
found during a survey expedition 
in the mountainous rain forest 
along the Monkey River in Be- 
lize, an area previously believed 
to contain few such ruins. A 
report on the expedition is being 
published Monday by National 
Geographic Magazine. Mr. 
Dunham said he and bis party 
arrived at one of foe -ancient 
towns shortly after looters bad 
been there. “After passing more 
than a millennium undisturbed in 
foe rain forest, it was looted only 
foftr days before we arrived,” he 
said. Mr. Dunham said foe four 
nubs appeared to have been 
towns of 1,000 to 2,500 in popula- 
tion that probably were fast used 
in 700 to 900 a.d. One site, built 
an an island in the. Monkey Riv- 
er, includes a plaza the size of a 
football field, built around a 
pyramid-shaped stone structure. 
Nearby is a large flat building that 
could have been a sort of “cj ' 
hall” for the community, he said'.

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Italy’s Lentini 
in coma

TURIN (R) — Italian interna- 
tional soccer star Gianluigi Lenti- 
ni was in a coma in hospital 
Tuesday after suffering serious 
head injuries in a car crash. 

“He is in a light coma. He has 
suffered very serious injuries but 
bis life does not appear to be in 
danger," said Paolo Tarasd, a 
spokesman for Lenlini’s dub, Ita- 
lian champions AC Milan. 

Lentini, who joined Milan 
from Torino for some 16 million 
last year, was hurt when the 
Porsche car he was driving went 
off the road on a motorway curve 
between Turin and Piacenza in 
the early hours of Tuesday. 

Lentini was burled from the car 
as it crashed into a ditch. The 
vehicle subsequently bum into 
flames,. — 

Doctors treating Lentini in 
Turin said they were “optimistic'' 
about his condition, adding there 
were no signs of serious damage 
to the brain. 

Lentini was also reported to 
have suffered a fracture dose to 
his eye socket and a broken fin- 
ger. 

There must be a big question 
mark over whether the 24-ye av- 
oid Lentini, one of the most 
gifted attacking players in the 
Italian game. wQi ever play again. 

The accident happened as Len- 
tini returned to spend two days 
with his family m Turin after 
appearing for Milan in a pre- 
season tournament in Genoa 
Monday night. 

Agency reports said he was 
driving with a small spare tyre on 
his car at the time of the crash 
after apparently suffering a punc- 
ture. 

Lcntini’s transfer to Milan last 
year caused uproar in Turin 
where fans went on the rampage 
for several nights to protest 
against his departure. 

He had come to prominence 
during Torino's run to the 1992 
UEFA Cup final, in which they 
were beaten by Ajax Amster- 
dam. 

His first season at Milan, in 
which he came under intense 
media scrutiny, was only a mod- 
erate success, yielding seven 
goals in 31 league matches. 

Critics wondered aloud 
whether Lentini had th%) right 
attitude and much was made of 
die time be was believqdrto be 
spending commuting to see 
friends and family in Turin. 

His mixed performances saw 
him lose his regular place in the 
Italian national side but the tall, 
powerful Lentini had been seen 
as capable of filling the gap left by 
the departure of Dutchman Ruud 
Gullit from Milan. 

“Lentini is similar to Gufiit in 
style. He is capable of exception- 
al things,” Milan captain Franco 
Barest said recently. 

The winger is the second mem- 
ber of the Italian national squad 
injured in a car crash in recent 
months.

European Swimming Championships 

Hungarian sets new breaststroke record 


SHEFFIELD (AP) — Hungary's 
Karoly Guttler became the first 
swimmer to break the 61 -second 
barrier in the 100 metres breast- 
stroke Tuesday when he set a 
world record in the European 
Swimming Championship heats. 

On the first day of race swim- 
ming in the ponds forge pool. 
Guttler outshone the host na- 
tion's Nick Gillingham by dock- 
ing 1 minutes 00.95 seconds in the 
final heat. 

That shaved 0.34 off the mark 
set by countryman Norbert Rozsa 
at the last European Cham- 
pionships in Athens two years 
ago. Rozsa. who clocked 1:01:29 
then, now competes for Austra- 
lia. 

Gillingham, who leads the 
European rankings for the* dis- 
tance and is favoured to win the 
gold medal in the final later in the 
day was second fastest qualifer 


after winning his heat in 1:02:36. 
Andrei Korneev of Russia was 
third quickest with 1:02:53. 

Germany's Franziska Van 
AJmsick, who won two silver and 
two bronze medals at last year's 
Olympics at age 14, posted (he 
fastest qualifying time of 56.05 
seconds in the women's 100 
metres freestyle. 

In the men’s 200m freestyle, 
Olympic champion Evgeni 
Sadovyi of Russia eased into the 
final with a fifth fastest 1:49:74. 

The best- time was posted by 
Olympic silver medalist Anders 
Holmertz of Sweden, who had 
1:47:53. 

Triple Olympic champion Kirs- 
ztina Egerszegi of Hungary 
cruised into the final of the 
women's 400m individual medley 
with a time of 4 minutes 44.86 
seconds, two seconds faster than 
anyone else. 


The race swimming events be- 
gan after three days of synchro- 
nised swimming in the same pool. 

The synchronized swimmer's 
art is to make movements in the 
water jive with the music. 

In European Championships, 
Olga Seda k ova also seems to 
synchronize with the top of the 
medals podium as well. 

In Monday's solo competition, 
she easily outscored the rest of 
the field with 183.781 points to 
take the gold medal. Marianne 
Aeschbacher of France collected 
her third silver medal with 
178.510, just edging Britain's 
Kerry Shacklock, who won her 
second bronze with 178.147. 

In Athens two years ago, the 
Russian swimmer swept all three 
golds in the solo, duet and team 
events. Now she has done it 
again. 

Two days ago she was on the 


Russian eight, who won the team 
competition over France and Ita- 
ly, on Sunday she teamed up with 
Anna Kozlova to win the duet for 
the second time in a row. 

While Sedakova continued her 
domination of synchronized 
swimming. Germany won its 
third diving medal in a row when 
Jan Hempe! triumphed in the 
3-metre springboard final. 

Bronze medalist four years ago 
a.ia a two-time runner in high- 
board competition, the Dresden- 
born Hernpel gained his first ma- 
jor title with "a total of 637.77 
points, he saved his best and 
toughest dive — a reverse 1-2 
somersault with 3 1-2 twists — 
until last.

Gold 

beckons 

Christie 

ZURICH (R) — Gold, plenty of 
it, beckons Europe's fastest man 
Linford Christie this week. 

At the end of the rainbow is the 
Stuttgart World Championships 
starting next week where the 
33-year-old Briton seeks to add 
the world gold medal to his 
Olympic 100 metres title. 

In the meantime Wednesday 
there is the Zurich Grand Prix, 
the world’s wealthiest athletics 
meeting. 

If he wins here, he will be half 
way to netting 20 kilogrammes of 
gold, estimated to be worth 
$ 200 , 000 . 

Under a deal announced by 
Zurich promoter Res Bruegger 
Tuesday, winners of all their 
events in the “golden four" series 
of meetings at Oslo, Zurich, Ber- 
lin and Brussels will cany off the 
20 golden kilos. 

Christie, some 150,000 richer 
after beating world record holder 
Carl Lewis at Gateshead in 
Northern England Friday, 
already has a win in Oslo under 
his belt. 

But Wednesday his unbeaten 
record in 100 metres finals this 
year comes under serious threat 
ina field including Lewis and 
American champion Andre 
Cason. Lews maintains his form 
is as good as two years ago when 
he broke the world record while 
winning the world tide. 

And Cason, who withdrew 
from a projected clash with 
Christie in Oslo because of a viral 
infection, is the fastest man in the 
world this year and looked im- 
pressive while winning at the 
Cologne Grand Prix Sunday. 

Bruegger has assembled a 
budget of $3.2 million for a meet- 
ing organisers claim is the richest 
ever staged. 

The money has certainly 
attracted the cream of the world's 
athletes in what will be virtually 
an abbreviated world cham- 
pionships. 


Argentine big bucks come 
to soccer clubs’ rescue 


BUENOS AIRES (R) — Argen- 
tine soccer dubs that made a 
killing selling the likes of Diego 
Maradona and Gabriel Batistuta 
to Europe's big-spending teams, 
are in their death throes, say local 
businessmen. 

And, encouraged by soccer- 
crazy president Carlos Menem 
whose government has privatised 
a number of the country's loss 
making public services, these 
business tycoons are prepared to 
invest in clubs they claim have 
outdated management styles. 

Beleguered clubs could get a 
new lease on life if the Argentine 
Football Association (AFA) 
gives the green light to investors’ 
proposals to turn teams from 
non-profit — and often money- 
losing — institutions into business 
ventures. 

The reform, a revolutionary 
move in South American soccer 
which' would allow corporations 
to purchase the league rights of 
professional teams, has been en- 
dorsed by the AFA's executive 
board ana is expected to be un- 
held by its general assembly in 
the coming days. 

} ' Industrial- giant Socma has 
offered to take over the first 
division team of debt-saddled De~ 
portivo Espanol. 

But dub members — season- 


ticket fans — were up in arms 
when Socma Scion Mauricio 
Macri proposed transferring the 
Buenos Aires team to a southern 
Atlantic resort ciry and changing 
its name. 

The Mar Del Plata football 
dub, as Macri wants to name it, 
would be the first privately man- 
aged soccer team in Argentina. 
Espanol ’s authorities begged 
Macri to step in, but club 
members spurned the team's 
transfer at a meeting last week. 

Macri, a billionaire's son who 
says moving the team would give 
over one million Mar Del Plata 
residents a first division side, 
believes he is still in with a 
chance. 

“The project isn't dead. The 
dub has not said its final word 
and in Argentina today, when 
things formerly as remote as the 
privatisation of YPF oil company 
happen, you can always find a 
way," he said at a recent news 
conference. 

Macri would not reveal how 
much money he would put up, 
but said his offer was motivated 
by his love of the game-and the 
challenge of reforming soccer in 
Argentina. 

“Some people run a club as if it 
were their homes, and one day. 


free of guilt or charge, they walk 
off leaving it bankrupt. As a 
soccer fan, I want to stop this." 

Describing prevailing club 
management" procedures, Macri 
said: “We can’t have dubs spend- 
ing what they don't have, living 
off loans... we're sitting on a 
powderkeg." 

Textile and media tycoon 
Eduardo Eumekian saw his bid 
to buy otu first division dub 
Huracan scuttled by the refusal of 
former Argentina coach Cesar 
Luis Menctti to take charge of 
the team he guided to their only 
first division title back in 1973. 

Menotti, who steered Argenti- 
na to their first World Cup vic- 
tory in 1978, is now in talks with 
Marcri. 

While businessmen, AFA and 
clubs fuss over details, Menem 
said he was all for reform. If it 
were not for the high quality of 
Argentine soccer, he argued, the 
fate of most clubs would be sea- 
led. 

"If players weren’t constantly 
sold, dubs would be in deep trou- 
ble," Menem told a radio inter- 
viewer. “They’re already hard 
pressed and that’s why we need to 
reform soccer statutes in Argenti- 
na — it m3y be a sport but it also 
needs finandng." 


British police uncover hooligan hard core 


LONDON (AFP) — A group of 
around 500 hooligans are organis- 
ing trouble at British football 
grounds often well away from 
stadia, a Leading English police 
officer warned Tuesday.

Israel cancels India music tour in ‘Jerusalem’ row 


NEW DELHI (R) — A leading Israeli orchestra has called off its 
tour to India after New Delhi asked the group to drop the word 
“Jerusalem” from its name, Israeli officials said Tuesday. They 
said the Jerusalem symphony orchestra decided to cancel the visit, 
billed as Israel's first major cultural export to India, after the 
group's board of directors rejected New Delhi’s request. “The 
board obviously decided that it would be insulting to accede to 
India's suggestion on Jerusalem. " an Israeli offi cial told Reuters on 
condition of anonymity. 


Taiwan plans talks with China in mid-August 


TAIPEI (R) — Taiwan is to hold talks with China later this month 
on the repatriation of thousands of illegal Chinese immigrants, a 
government spokesman said Tuesday. The talks will be the first 
formal negotiations between the two sides since they agreed at a 
high-level meeting in Singapore in April to create a system of 
regular contacts. Shi Hwei-Tow, deputy secretary-general of the 
Straits Exchange Foundation which handles Taiwan's links with 
China, will hold talks with his Chinese counterparts in China in 
mid- August, said Yeh China-Feng, vice-chairman of the cabinet's 
Mainland Affairs Council. 


Demjanjuk has no right to return — U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) — The Justice Department said Monday 
that John Demjanjuk, who was stripped of his U.S. citizenship, has 
no tight to return to the United States while he appeals his 1986 
extradition to Israel. The United States denaturalised Demjanjuk 
in 1981 in part for his service at the SS training camp in Tiawniki, 
and for lying about his wartime activities on applications to enter 
the United States and in later sworn testimony. The Israeli 
supreme court last week overturned the 73-year-old retired 
automaker’s 1988 conviction and death sentence, saying there was 
insufficient evidence that be was a guard at the Nazi camp in 
Treblinka. Demjanjuk, formerly an Ohio resident, appealed to a 
federal court, accusing the Justice Department of withholding 
information that could have helped his defence in the Israeli trial. 
He asked to return to the United States pending conclusion of his 
appeal, scheduled to be argued Sept. 3. 


Israel wants Croatia to apologise 


TEL AVIV (AFP) — Israel will not open diplomatic relations with 
Zagreb until Croatia offers an apology for the persecution of Jews 
during World War II, a foreign ministry spokesman said Tuesday. 
“We will not establish diplomatic relations with Zagreb until

Manor said. Mr. Tudjman, who has reportedly described the

Algeria battles locust invasion 


ALGIERS (R) — Thirty teams of experts are fanning out in 
southern Algeria to fight swarms of locusts now eating their way 
across neighbouring Mali and Niger and are expected in Algeria 
next month. Nomads have already reported the presence of huge 
locust swarms in the north of the two neighbouring countries, the 
Algerian daily AJ Watan said Tuesday. ‘The situation in Algeria 
calls for grave concern because the locusts have started to reach the 
region from the shores of the Red Sea, considerable swarms are 
expected to arrive by September," state television added. Agricul- 
ture Minister Elyes Mesli said on radio that 700,000 litres of 
pesticide had been sent to the area and a total of two million litres 
were available. Small aircraft and helicopters would be used to 
fight the expected invasion . 


Rafsanjani starts second term as president 


TEHRAN (R) — President Akbar Hashenu Rafsanjani started his 
second four-year term in office Tuesday when Iran’s supreme 
leader Ayatollah Ali Khamenei formally endorsed the result of 
June elections, Tehran Radio said. Mr. Rafsanjani, who won 10.6 
million votes or 63 percent of the total cast, has vowed to continue 
free-market reforms to transform Iran's centralised economy. The 
58-year-old deric is due to take the oath of office before Majlis 
(parliament) Wednesday and introduce his new cabinet to the 
assembly Sunday, according to newspaper reports. 


Two blasts rock Pakistani city; 4 injured 


LAHORE (AFP) — Two bomb explosions rocked this second 
- largest Pakistani city Tuesday and first reports said at least four 
people were injured. A bomb ripped through the ground floor 
office of the Punjab Advocate General (PAG) in the Lahore high 
court premises and another explosion later bit the headquarters of 
paramilitary rangers, police said. At least four people were 
reported injured, one of them critically, in the first blast, which 
also wrecked two cars parked outside the buildings. No one 
immediately claimed responsibility for the explosions, the first to 
occur during the current campaign for general elections in October. 
The incidents coincided with a report in the mass circulation daily 
Jang which said the authorities had discovered a foreign-inspired 
plot to disturb peace in the run-up to the polls. 


IAEA inspectors en route to N. Korea 


SEOUL (R) — A team of inspectors from the International 
Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) is on its way to NOrth Korea for a 
week-long review of its nuclear facilities, a spokesman for the 
IAEA said Tuesday. The IAEA had been negotiating with North 
Korea for more than two weeks to resume inspections halted by 


Pyongyang in March when it abruptly announced it planned to 
withdraw from a key safeguard treaty. “A three-man team of 
inspectors got their visas in Beijing and will arrive in Pyongyang on 
Tuesday," David Kyd told Reuters in Vienna earlier in the day. 
•*Th(>v will fvtnn a weelr-Ionp msnection on Wednesday.” Asked if 


“They will begin a week-long inspection on Wednesday.” Asked if 
the inspection team would be given access to all of North Korea's 
nuclear sites, Mr. Kyd said it was bard to predict the extent of their 
activities. South Korea, meanwhile, said it would propose a round 
of North-South border talks on nuclear matters on Wednesday. 
“We have not fixed a date yet, it would be decided after closely 
. watching Pyongyang's reaction to the visit by the IAEA team...," a 
unification ministry official said. 


Indian opposition denounces poll delay 


NEW DELHI (AFP) — India’s opposition parties Tuesday blasted 
Chief Election Commissioner T.N. Seshan for putting off all 
elections until December, and suggested they would seek his 
impeachment by parliament. The main opposition Bharatiya 
Janata Party (BJP) called Mr. Seshan’s shock order “surprising" 
and charged that it had been done to save the ruling Congress (I) 
Party from -facing crucial elections in four states in November. 
“The postponement (of elections) beyond November appears to 
-have been done in collusion with the government," said spokes- 
woman Sushma Swaraj of the Hindu-revivaiist BJP. 


FBI agents called back from Pakistan 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) 
agents sent to Pakistan to search for a suspect in a fatal shooting 
outside Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) headquarters in Janu- 
ary have returned home after running out of leads there. “The 
most important reason is we just don’t have the volume of 
information that we had origin ally/’ FBI spokesman Frank Scafidi 
said. “It just doesn't warrant the cost of keeping people there. The 


case is not closed by any stretch of the imagination. If it requires an 
immediate FBI presence, well be on the next flight.” The FBI sent 


agents to Pakistan on Feb. 26 to aid in the search for Mir Aimal 
Kami, who is wanted in the Jan. 25 shooting outside CIA 
headquarters in McClean, Virginia. Two people died and three 
others were wounded in the shooting. 


BRUSSELS — The threat of 
North Atlantic Treaty Organisa- 
tion (NATO) air strikes against 
Bosnian Serb forces was a vital 
step in the campaign for peace in 
Bosnia and the clearest warning 
yet that Serbs must stop strang- 
ling Sarajevo, a top U.S. official 
said Tuesday. 

Reviewing the air attack threat 
which NATO issued after 
marathon talks that ended early 
on Tuesday in Brussels, U.S. 
Assistant State Secretary Stephen 
Oxman said Washington had got 
exactly what it wanted from its 
NATO allies. 

He added that the threat to the 
Serbs was a real one. 

“If they do not cease their 
efforts to strangle Sarajevo, 
NATO will be prepared to use air 
power,” Mr. Oxxnan told repor- 
ters. 

“We are very gratified that the 
NATO allianc e has agreed to the 
(U.S.) president's proposal.,.. I 
think it's very important for the 
peace process and the NATO 
alliance,” Mr. Oxman said. 

U.S. officials said the alliance’s 
military wing was urgently work- 
ing out plans to implement the 
threat if required. Ambassadors 
would meet next Monday to re- 
view the situation on the ground 
in Bosnia and assess their op- 
tions. 

The officials refused to be 
drawn on any details of how such 
an operation would work but 
noted that the Serbs would have 
to change their ways fast. 

The White House said the 
NATO decision to go along with 
the U.S. proposal tells Serbian 
aggressors that “the dock is tick- 
ing." 

President Bill Clinton express- 
ed confidence Monday that the 
allies would not permit the Bos- 
nian capital “to fall or starve.” 

The Europeans had initially 
balked at supporting the U.S. 
plan. 

Welcoming the decision. White 
House Press Secretary Dee Dee 
Myers said that the NATO allies 
had “confirmed the U.S. view

Ms. Myers said the agreement 
does not impose a strict deadline 
on the Serbs. “I don’t think there 
is afirm time line, but the dock is 
ticking,” be said.

NEW YORK (Agency) — A 
lawyer for Muslim deric Sheikh 
Omar Abdul Rahman, whose 
alleged followers have been link- 
ed to two alleged New York 
bombing conspiracies, accused 
the government on Monday of 
slanting facts to portray her client 
as a dangerous man. 

Meanwhile, ABC television re- 
ported the sheikh played no role 
in an alleged conspiracy to attack 
the United Nations, but he 
apparently gave it his Messing. 

Quoting Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation (FBI) transcripts of a 
taped conversation, ABC said 
Siddig Ibrahim Sidding Ali, ac- 
cused of being a leader in the 
conspiracies, told an FBI infor- 
mant that Sheikh Abdul Rahman 
had said bombing the United 
Nations was “a must.” 

After the deadly bombing of 
the World Trade Centre in 
February, the government said it 
also had uncovered plans to blow 
up' the United Nations, a federal 
office buOding in New Yoiic and 
two tunnels finking New Jersey 
and New York states. 

The taped transcripts quoted 
by ABC allegedly concern some 
of the planning for these attacks, 
which were foiled. 

FBI informant Edam Salem 
asked whether Sheikh Abdul 
Rahman interfered in the plan- 
ned bombings, ABC said. 

“No, no, be doesn't interfere 


and has no relation with it. You 
don’t put him in the middle. You 
amply ask him a general ques- 
tion,” Mr. Siddig Ali said, 
according to ABC 
During a hearing in federal 
court in White Plains, New York, 
north of New York City, lawyer

Kuwait says it is alarmed 


by Iraq’s renewed claim 


KUWAIT (R) — Kuwait said 
Tuesday it was alarmed by a 
renewal of Iraq’s territorial claim 
and accused Baghdad of bolding 
Kuwaitis captive as a bargaining 
card in case of any future dis- 
putes. 

“Their press* and radio yester- 
day came back with the same old 
aggressive attitude and be- 
haviour. That is very alarming to 
ns," Said Information Minister 
Sheikh Sand Nasser A1 Sand A] 
Sabah. 

“What concerns us is that we 
see our fears are justified, that 
the Iraqi regime continues to hold 
its aggressive attitude against 
Kuwait,” he told Reuters in an 
interview. 

“This should be condemned by 
the world community because 
Iraq stall defies the will of the 
wotld community.” 

Iraq’s official media said on the 
third anniversary of the Aug. 2, 
1990 invasion Monday that one 
day it would again try to capture 
Kuwait because die emirate was 
part of Iraq. 

Iraq annexed Kuwait and 
claimed it as its 19th province 
shortly after the invasion. A 
U.S.Jed coalition of Western, 
Arab and Asian armies drove out 
Iraqi troops in February 1991. 

Iraq's Defence Ministry news- 
paper A1 Qadissiyah also Monday 


demanded the departure of 
Kuwait’s ruling Sabah family as a 
condition for peace in the region. 

Asked to comment on this,' 
Sheikh Sand said the family's rule 
was the wish of the Kuwaiti peo- 
ple and was entrenched in the 
constitution. 


“The wish of the Kuwaiti peo- 
ple is quite dear and quite un- 
ambiguous,” he said. “The 
acceptance of the leadership of 
this country has been enshrined 
in the 1962 constitution. It is not 
for the Iraqi regime to comment 
on this ." 

Sheikh Saud said the country 
had returned to normality in ev- 
ery respect apart from three out- 
standing problems with Iraq. 

“These are with regard to the 
missing people and detainees in 
Iraq, to Iraq's acceptance of all 
conditions and resolutions of the 
United Nations regarding the 
border demarcation, and to its 
readiness and acceptance of com- 
pensation for Kawait.” 


Iraq has refused to recognise a 
U.N. demarcation of the 1963 
disputed border completed in 
May and has yet to agree terms 
with the world body under which 
Baghdad may sell $1.6 billion 
worth of oil to fund war com- 
pensation payments and other 
expenses.

She said the Palestinians hoped 
to come up with detailed plans by 
Thursday, when the delegation is 
scheduled to meet Mr. Christ- 
opher again. 

Earlier, Mr. Peres said Israel 
was ready to break the negotiat- 
ing deadlock by raving Palesti- 
nians autonomy in the Gaza 
Strip, and to consider Palestinian 
demands to include Jericho. 
Another Israeli proposal is “early 
empowerment,” or letting 
Palestinians take immediate con- 


trol of some administrative func- 
tions. 

Dr. Ashrawi said the Palesti- 
nians preferred confederation 
over autonomy in Gaza first, 
even if it included Jericho, be- 
cause the latter left too much 
room for twisting the final result. 

“If we talk about early 
empowerment, it means you are 
already fragmenting the peace 
process. You are fragmenting the 
territorial aspects of the peace 
process, the time frame as well as 
the authority," she said. 

She said the Palestinians had 
already rejected the idea of early 
empowerment as unworkable, 
but might weigh it again under 
different circumstances. 

Dr. Ashrawi said Jerusalem 
remained a central concern. 

The Americans had proposed 
postponing any discussion of 


Jerusalem until all other issues 
were settled. 


Under the initial framework of 
the talks, Israel and the Palesti- 
nians were to negotiate a formula 
for autonomy, and three years 
later talks on the final status 
would begin. 

Mr. Christopher also met Mr. 
Peres ahead of two boors with the 
Palestinians, led by chief peace 
negotiator Faisal Husseini. 


*We will be discussing ways to 
stimulate movement and get the 
peace negotiations back on track 
and refocus the parties on the 
core issues,” the secretary said.
